WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP)— 
The Labor Department’ today 
urged repeal of the strike-notice 
section of the War Labor Disputes 
Act. 

The department said this sec- 
tion is “hurting rather than help- 
ing the cause of industrial peace.” 

The request was made to the 
House Military Committee by 
Daniel W. Tracy, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Labor, at hearings on a 
bill to repeal the law known as 
the Smith-Connally Act. The 
measure binds the Government to 
conduct strike votes if unions give 
30 days’ notice. 

Tracy “did not advocate repeal 
of other sections of the law, en- 
‘acted several years ago over a 
presidential veto. 

Not Workable, He Says. 

The section providing for the 
filing of notices of labor disputes 
‘ and the holding of elections on 
the question of whether there 
should be a strike, he said, “is not 
workable.” 

The National Labor Relations 

Board, Tracy said, “just cannot 
handle the volume of work” that 
s bei iled wp. 
: Guitine’ the week ended Oct. 17, 
he added, there were 123 notices 
filed, compared with 23 filed dur- 
ing the corresponding period last 
year. 

“We are not getting results that 
justify the amount of time and 
money we are putting into the 
job,” he declared. 

Tracy said he believed the 
strike-notice section “serves to 
increase friction between manage- 
ment and labor” because “the ad- 
vantages of a strike vote conduct- 
ed by the government have not 
been overlooked.” 

The 30-day “cooling-off’ period 
provided by the section, he told 
the committee, “frequently be- 
comes the white heat point of the 
dispute.” 

For Delay on Other Sections. 

As to other sections of the 
Smith-Connally Act, Tracy said 
consideration of changes would be 
“more timely after there has been 
an opportunity for management 
and labor to discuss and develop 
their views on the subjects” at a 
labor-management conference 
celled by President Truman for 
Nov. 5. 

Chairman May (Dem.), , Ken- 
tucky, told a reporter his commit- 
tee probably would approve the 
repeal bill, at least in part, some 
time teday. 

Representative Arends of Thi- 

nois, House Republican whip, told 
a reporter that “if possible” new 
anti-strike legislation would be 
attached to the repealer. If not, 
he added, it will be submitted soon 
in the form of new legislation.

Flogging Administered by

UPPER MARLBORO, Md., Oct. 
19 (AP)—A 175-pound man con- 
victed of beating his 98-pound wife 
was lashed 10 times with a whip 
by the sheriff of Prince Georges 


county today. Reporters were 
barred from the jail. « 

The punishment was ordered by 
Circuit Judge Charles C. Marbury 
after Lloyd O. Busching was found 
guilty of wife beating. He was 
accused of knocking out two of 
his wife's teeth in a quarrel at 
their Dillon Park (Md.) home after 
a beer party. 

Twenty witnesses, including the 
foreman of the jury which con- 
victed Busching, saw the lashing. 

Sheriff R. Earle Sheriff said 
Busching was-stripped and then 
handcuffed. Busching stood 
straight up, put his hands on the 
bars in front of him, and was 
whipped across the back. 

The unusual punishment, under 
a Maryland law passed in 1882 and 
recently described by Senator Rad- 
cliffe (Dem.), Maryland as “me- 
mieval,” was ordered, said Judge 
Marbury, because a jail sentence 
would deprive Mrs. Busching and 
their two children of his support.

MRS. ELIZABETH FISHER 


POLICEMAN SHUT, 
KILLED BY WIFE IN 
ROW OVER FOOD 


Slapped Her, Threatened 
Her With Pistol for 


Entertaining Relatives, 


She Says. 


Patrolman William Fisher was 
shot and killed by his wife early 
today after an argument in their 
home at 6625 Winnebago street. 

Police said Mrs, Fisher told them 
her husband returned from work 
at 12:40 a.m. after she had retired. 
He accused her of having given 
the choice food in the house to her 
mother, grandfather and an uncle 
and aunt whom she had enter- 
tained during the evening. 

“You gave them the best and I 
get only sausage,” she quoted her 
husband as saying. 

He took a piece of sliced sausage 
from the ice box, she said, threw it 
at her and then rubbed it on her 
face, forcing it into her mouth. 
Then he went into the bathroom 
and washed his hands, 

When he returned to the bed- 
room, Mrs. Fisher said, he struck 
her. with the palm of his hand. 
Cursing, he took a pair of brass 
knuckles from a dressing table 
drawer and said, “I’m going to 
knock some sense into your head.” 

He changed his mind, she con- 
tinued, threw the knuckles on the 
bed, and took his service revolver 
from the dresser, threatening to 
kill her. 

“When he got the revolver, I 
jumped out of bed and wrestled 
with him,” Mrs, Fisher told po- 
lice.’ 

She said she wrenched the pis- 
tol from her husband’s grasp, 
pointed it at him and fired. He 
ran into the bathroom and fell 
to the floor with his back wedged 
against the door. 

The Fisher's son, 8-year-old 
William Francis Fisher, who had 
slept through the argument in an 
adjoining room, was aroused by 
the shot.. His mother quieted him 
and then called police. Fisher 
was pronounced dead on arrival 
at City Hospital. Mrs, Fisher 
was held suspected of homicide. 

The 34-year-old patrolman was 
appointed to the police force in 
April, 1936. He was attached to 
the Lucas Avenue District and 
walked a beat in the vicinity of 
Garrison and Easton avenues 
from 3 p.m. to 11 p.m,

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5-Day Limit Placed on Hotel Guests 
In Effort to Meet Room Shortage 


Guests at congested St. Louis 
hotels, where dormitories have 
been improvised in meeting rooms 
and dining parlors to. furnish 
extra accommodations, will here- 
after be limited to a maximum 
five-day stay. 

Edward A. Leach, manager of 
the Mark Twain Hotel and presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Hotel Asso- 
ciation, said the action was taken 
at a meeting of the association 
yesterday in an effort to relieve 
the unprecedented hotel jam. 

“We think the five-day limit 
will give us the turnaway we 
need,” Leach said. “Sometimes 
guests stay two or three weeks.” 

While five days will be the 
maximum, hotels may reduce the 
stay to two or three days, depend- 
ing on the state of their bookings, 
he explained, He estimated a total 
ef as many as 300 male guests

The Eagie Park lottery at Love- 
joy, an all-Negro community near 
East St. Louis, has had an income 
of approximately $900,000 from 
policy sales in St.Louis and St. 
Louis county from 1941 through 
1944, the Post-Dispatch was in- 
formed today. In addition, opera- 
tors of the policy expect about 
$300,000 income from the city and 
county this year. 

Police Inspector Maurice M. 
Mulcahy reported to the Board of 
Police Commissioners. today that 
he found “not one iota of evi- 
dence” to support stories in the 
Post-Dispatch that eight St. Loyis 
police sergeants were reported to 
have received bribes for protec- 


tion of policy writers here. 

.His report was the result of an 
investigation, which started Sept. 
28, after publication of the brib- 
ery reports in this newspaper. 
He was assisted by Assistant In- 
spector Curtis Brostron and Police 
Lt. Joseph G. Lesyna. 

Mulcahy said his investigation 
had “followed every lead” avail- 
able and he had talked with 
Frank Hackethal, former Egan 
gangster and ex-convict, who is 
one of the principal partners in 
Eagle Park. Hackethal told the 
inspector, the report said, that he 


tery, and he denied paying any 
protection money of any kind and 
none to police officials in St. Louis: 

Hackethal told Mulcahy, the re- 
port continued, that he employed 
about 300 policy writers on the 
East Side. His only dealings with 
St. Louis police officers, he said, 
was to buy 50 tickets annually to 
the police circus, 

gleton Closes Inquiry. 

Mark D. Eagleton, president of 
the board, who has stated that he 
doubts there is a thriving lottery 
business in St. Louis—only “5 and 
10-cent stuff,” he said—handed the 
report to reporters and announced 
that the department’s investiga- 
tion of the bribery charges was 
thus closed, unless new evidence is 
found and brought to the atten- 
tion of the board. 

A breakdown of the amount of 
money taken out of St. Louis and 
St. Louis county by the four- 
million-dollar racket has been, ob- 
tained by the Post-Dispatch. It 
showed that approximately $195,- 
000 was paid policy writers in 
1941; $210,000 in 1942: $240,000 in 
1943 and $250,000 in 1944. Eagle 
Park's business in Missouri is con- 
centrated in the Negro sections 
of St. Louis and in such districts 
as Kinloch and Meecham Park in 
St. Louis county. 

The increase in the amounts 
taken out of St. Louis and the 
county since 1941 show a trend 
of employment in the area. More 
money was wagered when jobs 
were plentiful and money was 
available. 

Says Amount Has Dwindled, 

At the conclusion of the report, 
Mulcahy said, “we are convinced 
that policy was written here in 
St. Louis for the Eagle Park pol- 
icy game for many years. We are 
satisfied the amount written and 
the number of writers has dwin- 
dled steadily since 1943. We havé 
no way o, knowing the exact 
amount of policy written ... 
(but) undoubtedly in thespast it 
must have assumed rather large 
proportions, 

“Our investigation leads us to 
believe that at the present time 
there are not many persons in the 
city of St. Louis who are writing 
policy for the Eagle Park policy 
game,” the report said, adding 
that the writers here did not 
appear to be “prosperous.”

Committee Also Ap.- 
proves Two New Bene- 
fits for Corporations

WASHINGTON, Oct.-19 (AP) — 
The Senate Finance Committee 
voted today to forgive all federal 
income taxes in war years on the 
service pay of enlisted personnel 
in the armed forces. 

Veterans below the grade of 
commissioned officers will not 
have to file returng on their serv- 
ice income if Congress finally ap- 
proves the provision, 

The committee, driving to com- 
plete a $4,780,000,000 tax cutting 
bill before nightfall, voted two oth- 
er benefits for veterans and a 
like number for corporations. 

The other provisions affecting 
veterans were: 

1, Officers would be granted an 
additional three-years extension 
of the time in which they could 
pay the tax on their service pay, 
without interest charges, provided 
they paid off in 12 quarterly in- 
stallments. Under the present 
law, they have only six months 
from the time they return to this 
country to work out a payment 
plan with the collector. 

2. Men who entered the service 
before the pay-as-you-go tax law 
went into effect would be granted 
a similar three-year extension for 
payment of their tax liability on 
earned income, not in excess of

WIESBADEN, Germany, Oct. 19 
(AP)—United States press and ra- 
dio correspondents will be allotted 
90 to 100 of the 250 press seats in 
the Nuernberg court room for the 
war crimes trial of leading Nazis 
in November. 

The United States Army public 
relations section, which has charge 
of all press, photo and radio facili- 
ties, said today the other seats 
would be distributed on this basis: 
British 50, French 40 to 50, Rus- 
sians 25 to 30, Chinese two, Poles 
three, Germans five and allot- 
ments of one to five seats each for 
Allied and neutral nations such as 
Belgium, the Netherlands, Sweden 
and Egypt. ; 

The definite seating allotment 
has been delayed because com- 
paratively few applications have 
been received. Many scores of 
requests are expected now that 
the trial date has been set. 

Housing and other accommoda- 
tions are being arranged for a 
maximum of 400 correspondents. 
If that number attends, it is prob- 
able that only the press agencies, 
the radio networks and other ma- 
jor news outlets will retain seats 
continuously throughout the trial. 
Other correspondents would be 
compelled to rotate in the avail- 
able court room accommodations. 

The allocation of seats to spe- 
cific organizations or newspapers 
has not yet been started. Tenta- 
tive plans call for allocation of 
three places each to the Associ- 
ated Press, the United Press and 
the International News Service in 
the American section and one seat 
to other organizations.

These arrangements are exclu- 
sive of the photographers. All 
American, British and French 
newsphotos and newsreels taken 
in the court room only will be 
pooled. The Russians will make 
their own pictures. 

Facilities will be provided where- 
by 11 photographers can make 
pictures of the court room at any 
time.

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 19 (AP) 
—Col, Juan Domingo Peron will 
be permitted by the Army to run 
for President next April 7, a re- 
liable source reported today as a 
stunned populace accepted his 
swift return to power. 

But ihe Army, patently the pow- 
er behing Pe.vn and President 
Edelmiro Farrell, was said to have 
stipulated further that the Gov- 
ernment must remain impartial 
in the elections, giving no direct 
aid to Peron. This source said 
the Army, represented by the 
powerful Campe de Mayo garri- 
son, had laid down conditions for 
Peron’s return from custody to 
the dominating position in Argen- 
tina’s politics. 

Evidently intent on retaining its 
iron grip on the government, the 
Army was said to have vetoed 
any attempt to re-fnstall either 
Hortensio Quijano or Aramdo An- 
tille, Loth stanch Peron support- 
ers, in the new Cabinet, which 
was sworn in yesterday. Quijano 
wss Interior Minis.er and Antille 
was Finance Minister when Peron 
resigned Oct. 9 as War Minister, 
Labor Minister and Vice Presi- 
dent under pressure from the 
Campo de Mayo group. 

This version would explain a 
number of puzzling circum- 
starces: The presence in the capi- 
tal, unmolested, of Adm, Hector 
Vernengo Lima, a Peron opponent 
who served briefly in the past 
week as Navy Minister; and the 
fact that the Army stood idly by 
and permitted the streets to be 
cominated by Peron demonstra- 
tors. 

Vernengo Lima was reported to 
have obeyed an order by Presidnt 
Farrell to return from a warship 
on which he was said to have been 
traveling to meet the bulk of the 
Argentine fleet at Mar del Plata, 
250 miles south. Farrell's message 
threatened “energetic measures” 
if the Admiral did not return. 

As for Gen. Eduardo Avalos, 
leader’ of the Oct. 9 movement, 
who had taken Peron’s post of 
war minister, one report said he 
had patched up his differences 
with the strong man after quitting 
the war ministry, 

Midnight officially ended the 24- 


hour general strike which had 
paralyzed the capital and left it 
in the hands of marching demon- 
strators. Many of the marchers 
were youngsters below voting age 
who professed allegiance to Peron 
because their apprentice schools 
had been formed by him, It was 
estimated the strike had been 95 
per cent effective. 

In the capital three persons 
were wounded in a fight between 
Peron supporters and a group 
which shouted “death to Peron.” 
In Cordoba eight were wounded 
in an armed clash. 

Posters hailing Peron as “the 
next president” were hung in shop 
windows throughout Buenos Aires. |

MUNICH, Oct. 19 (AP)—A Ger- 
man paper mill owner, peeved be- 
cause the Nazis wouldn't give him 
enough business, was responsible 
for discovery of the master list of 
an estimated 8,000,000 Nazi party 
members and their records, it was 
disclosed last night.

| “I have no authority either to 
admit or challenge on behalf of 
_the United States of America the 
Soviet claims to sovereignty over

construed as recognition by the 
United States of such sovereignty 
'Or as indicating any attitude 
either on the part of the United 
States or on the part of the under- 
signed toward any claim of recog- 
nition of such sovereignty.”

Addition in St. Louis Will 
Not Be Till 1948, How- 
ever — 45-Year Gerry- 
mander Ended, Popula- 
tions More Even. _

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 19— 
The State Senatoria: Redistricting 
Commission filed late yesterday its 
order for a division of Missouri 
into new senatorial districts, end- 
ing a notorious 45-year gerrymand- 
e@e As near as can be estimated 
the districts are fairly divided po- 
litically, and there is no such wide 
disparity in populations as of the 
old districts. 

The commission, in the order 
filed in the office of the Secretary 
of State, gave evidence of its al- 
most complete domination by rural 
members by so numbering the 
districts that St. Louis will be de- 
prived in the next Legislature of 
one additional Senator it will have 
beginning in 1949. Until then will 
have no increase in representa- 
tion. ; 

Three instead of two Senators 
could ‘have been allotted to St. 
Louis county jand still have re- 
mained within the population lim- 
its specified in the Constitution, 
but to have done that the commis- 
sion would have been compelled 
to have much higher populations 
in a number of rural districts. 

Under the new districting, St. 

Louis will have seven Senators 
instead of six, St. Lows county 
will have two instead of sharing 
one with two other counties; 
Jackson county (Kansas City) 
will have four instead of two 
and Greene county (Spring- 
field) will have one instead of 
sharing one with three other 
counties. Jasper county (Joplin) 

will share one with three other 

counties instead of having one 
to itself. : 

The overwhelming preponder- 
ance of rural Senators over those 


* from the large cities and larger 


centers of population will be cor- 
rected to a degree to bring the 
city representation more nearly in 
line with their proportion of Mis- 
souri’s population. 

In the past the larger centers 
have had 11 Senators and the rural 
areas 23. Under the new district- 
ing the large centers will have 14 
and the rural areas 20. 

Boundaries to Be Fixed Here. 

The exact district lines were 
fixed by the commission for all 
districts except the seven in St. 
Louis, the two in St. Louis county 
and the four in Jackson county. 
The Board of Election Commis- 
sioners will fix *the lines in St. 
Louis, and the county courts will 
fix them in St. Louis county and 
Jackson county. 

Until the adoption of the ne 
Constitution Feb. 27, the duty of 
districting the state was in the 
Legislature, which had consistent- 
ly failed to alter the _ districts 
established in 1901. Realizing the 
virtual impossibility of legislative 
action, the Constitutional Conven- 
tion delegates decided on a plan 
of districting by a bipartisan com- 
mission, with a provision that if it 
failed to act the Senators would 
be elected at large. 


Even the 1901 districting was 
* not made by the Legislature but 
was done under a constitutional 
authority for the action by three 
state officials if the Legislature 
failed. At the’time these officials 
were Democrats and they so ar- 
ranged the districts that with the 
exception of two sessions of the 
Legislature, the Senate has been 
; under Democratic control since 
1901. The Republicans gained the 
ascendancy in the Harding land- 
slide of 1920 but lost it two years 
later. They gained a 19 to 15 
lead in the present Senate through 
the strong Republican trend out 
in the state in the 1942 and 1944 
elections. 
About Even Politically. 

Equally divided politically, the 
commission has created the 34 
districts about even politically. On 
the basis of the vote for the of- 
fice of United States Senator in 
1944, the next Senate will have 
18 Democrats and 17 Republicans 
if two of the three to be elected 
in St. Louis are Republicans and 
one a Democrat. It is impossible 
to estimate the result of the elec- 
tions in St. Louis because the dis- 
tricts there have not yet been cre- 
ated. 

In the districting, the commis- 
sion was controlled by the provi- 
sions of the Constitution requir- 
ing that the districts should be 
“as compact and as nearly equal 
in population as may be.” It was

ALDERMEN VOTE 


PAY RIDE 10 0000 
CITY EMPLOYES 


_ |$500,000 a Year Increase 


in Lower Brackets — 
Rerouting Taylor Car 
Line Opposed. 


The revised compensation plan 
fer city employes, which provides 
salary increases aggregating about 
$500,000 a year for some 5000 
workers in the lower-pay brackets, 
was enacted today by the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Principal increases are in start- 
ing salaries, which will be from 
$10 to $15 a month higher. In- 
creases in maximum salaries for 
positions affected will average 
about five dollars a month. Allo- 
cation of the largest increases to 
starting salaries ts designated to 
attract better-qualified applicants. 

The measure, drawn by the 
Civil Service Commission, has the 
approval of Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann and the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. 

Against Rerouting Car Line. 

The board adopted a resolution 
opposing the Public Service Co. 
proposal to reroute the Taylor 
avenue streetcar line so as to elim- 
inate service on part of the line. 
A hearing on this and other 
changes in service proposed by 
the company is scheduled for 
Wednesday at 10 a.m. at City Hall. 

Re-establishment of the prewar 
speed limit of 45 miles’an hour on 
the Express Highway was pro- 
posed in a bill introduced by Al- 
derman George N. Daugherty. The 
speed limit was reduced to 35 
miles an hour “for the duration 
and six months.” 

The board adopted a resolution, 
introduced by Acting Mayor Al- 
bert Schweitzer, which emphasized 
the importance of the War Chest 
and urged generous public re- 
sponse to the currently lagging 
campaign for funds. 

Bridge Toll Removal Sought. 

A bill to remove toll charges 
from the MacArthur bridge was 
introduced but observers point out 
it has little chance of passage as 
‘the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, the Board of Aldermen 
and the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the board are on record 
as favoring continuance of the 
tolls. ’ 

Approval of the three bodies 
would be necessary for paSsage of 
the measure, which would cut city 
revenue $750,000 a year. Alderman 
Vernon Riehl, who introduced the 
bill, also has pending a bill to 
provide an additional $450,000 a 
year revenue by doubling taxes on 
Public Service Co. busses. 

Also militating against passage 
of Riehl’s toll removal measure is 
a bill before the board which 
would increase salaries of city em- 
ployes in lower-pay brackets by 
$500,000 a year, Comptroller Louis 
Nolte has said that additional rev- 
enue would be needed to cover the 
additional expenditure.

An additional $402 in cash and 
414 shares of stock currently 
valued at more than. $6000 were 
found today by federal agents in 
Mrs, Anita Stuckenberg’s private 


safe deposit box at the Chippewa 
Trust Co. 

The box was sealed last Mon- 
day after her husband, Hrwin J. 
Stuckenberg, assistant treasurer 
of the bank, admitted embezzling 
$279,0000 in bank funds in the last 
15 years, 

Mrs, Stuckenberg, who was pres- 
ent when the box was opened, said 
three $100 bills among the con- 
tents were given to her by her 
husband, presumably from his 
winnings on horse races, and the 
rest of the cash was her own sav- 
ings. Most of the stock, which 
was in eight companies, includ@ing 
the Chippewa bank, was pur- 
chased by herself and her husband 
between 1935 and 1943, she said. 

* The box was the third found by 
federal agents. One in the same 
bank in Stuckenberg’s name con- 
tained only private papers and 
one in another bank held $11,040 
in cash, $10,040 of which Mrs. 
Stuckenberg turned over to the 
agents. The Stuckenbergs also had 
two joint accounts in other banks, 
one for $2400 and the other $400. 

Also in Mrs. Stuckenberg’s safe 
deposit box were life insurance 
policies totaling $12,000 and two 
10,000-mark Reich notes. Agents 
were attempting to determine 
whether the insurance policies are 
in addition to $15,000 worth of 
policies said to have been in 
Stuckenberg’s box. 

The securities in Mrs. Stucken- 
berg’s safe deposit box, and cur- 
rent listed values were: Five shares 
Standard Oil of Indiana, $42 each; 
150 Burroughs Adding Machine 
Co., $17.25; five General Electric, 
$48.40; 75 Rio Grande Valley Gas 
Co., $1.25; 100 Falstaff Brewing 
Corp., $23; 50 American Super- 
power Corp., $1.25; four Associated 
Garages, $4; 25 Chippewa Trust 
Co. It was not determined im- 
mediately whether the Chippewa 
securities were preferred or com- 
mon stock. Preferred is listed at 
$53 a share, common at $13.50. 

Stuckenberg, being held in jail 
in $15,000 bond on a federal em- 
bezzlement charge, has told agents 
he spent most of the stolen money 
betting on horse races and living 
beyond his means, His wife said 
she knew nothing of his pecula- 
tions until after his surprise con- 
fession, although she was aware 
that he gambled on the horses.

AFL UNIONS WILL SEEK 
PAY RISES OF 20-30 PCT.

Affiliated Crafts to Act Individually—Prefer 
‘Peaceful Methods,’ William 


Says.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 19—-Immedi- 
ate wage increases, probably 
ranging from 20 to 30 per cent, 
will be sought by all of the 
unions affiliated with the Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor with the 
backing of the federation as a 
whole. 


William Green, president of the 
AFL, announced that each indi- 
vidual union would formulate its 
wage demand depending on eco- 
nomic conditions affecting its par- 
ticular field. If it should become 
necessary to strike to obtain wage 
increases the decision to do so 
would be made by the separate 
unions. 


“We are not in favor of promot- 
ing strikes,” Green said, “and 
would prefer to attain our objec- 
tives through collective bargain- 
ing and peaceful methods. Medi- 
ation and voluntary arbitration 
may be used in many cases.” 

The executive council of the 
AFL yesterday formulated a state- 
ment on its wage policy. which 
contained the assertion that by the 
end of the war, “labor*was at a 
disadvantage of at least 30 per 
cent in relation to prices of com- 
modities and the services which 
go to make up the average work- 
er’s cost of living budget.” 

“When we entered this war to 
rid the world of political and eco- 
nomic despots,” the council stat- 
ed, “we were assured that nobody 
would be allowed to profit unduly 
from the war, that there would be 
no new crop of war millionaires. 


“Hollow Promises.” 


“But the records of the profits 
made during the war by industry 
and business as a whole made 
that promise as hollow as the 
promise made to labor that its 
economic position would not be al- 
lowed to deteriorate because of its 
willingness to forego the use of 
the strike while our country was 
at war. 

“The current demands for wage 
increases are being. opposed by 
these same profit makers on the 
grounds that they are interfering 
with reconversion; that they will 


increase prices and start an infla- 
tionary spiral. The charge comes 
with singular inappropriateness 
from the very interests who prof- 
ited. most during the war and 
whose profits have already re- 
sulted in prices which h-ve taken 
from the workers the meager 
wage increases they réceived dur- 
ing the war. 

“Instead of interfering with re- 
conversion, labor’s demand for 
wage increases—and their. early 
realization—is the best possible 
assurance of sound and lasting 
prosperity in the postwar period. 

“Purchasing power is an abso- 
lute essential to our mass produc- 
|tion economy. We proved during 
the war that we have the re- 
sources, the machinery and the 
manpower to produce enough to 
raise living standards above 
levals hitherto bedlieved possible. 
Our problem today is to distribute 
purchasing power so. that all the 
people may receive the benefits 
of our productive genius. The key 
to that problem is higher wages.” 


Attitude on Prices. 

Green, in commenting on the 
council’s wage policy for the AFL, 
was of the opinion that employers 
in many lines are earning profits 
now and will do so “for several 
years to come” which would en- 
able them to afford wage in- 
creases without increasing prices. 
The AFL council previously has 
expressed opposition to any fur- 
ther _ governmental control of 
wages although it holds that some 
price controls, particularly rent 
controls, still are necessary. 

The council, which is formulat- 
ing proposals for submission to 
President Truman’s labor-manage- 
ment conference next month, will 
choose eight delegates to repre- 
sent the AFL at the meeting. 
Eight alternates also will be se- 
lected. — 

The council directed Green yes: 
terday to protest to the State De 
partment over the employment of 
Mexican workers by the Pacific 
Fruit & Express ‘o. on the west 
coast. He said that “several thou- 
sands” of Mexicans had been em- 
ployed there during the war but 
had returned to Mexico afterward, 
only to come back recently.

Anderson Cites Commit- 
ments Abroad and Ne- 
cessity for Building 
Supplies for 1946, 


WASHING®ON, Oct. 19 (AP)— 
Red point rationing will continue 
through November, Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson disclased 
today. He indicated that ration- 
ing probably would last through 
the year. 

Nevertheless, Anderson told re 
porters, some downward revisions 
in red point values on, meats, fats 
and oils are probable beginning 
Oct. 28. He declined to discuss 
them on the ground that the fix- 
ing of point values is the function 
- the Office of Price Administra- 

on, 

A primary factor in the decision 
to continue rationing at least 
through November is this coun- 
try’s commitments to foreign gov- 
ernments. 

Another consideration is the 
necessity of building supplies for 
the second quarter of 1946 when 
production of meat normally is 
relatively low. 

From authoritative but anony- 
mous sources it was learned that 
OPA had asked Anderson to con- 
sider the ending of all red point 
rationing Oct. 28. 

OPA was represented as feeling 
that liberalization’ of point values 
had made rationing largely a for- 
mality and that the problem of 
enforcement had been increased 
by the general knowledge that ra- 
tioning will not continue much 
longer. 

Anderson’s statement today on 
foreign commitments and low pro- 
duction in the second quarter ob- 
viously was intended to help OPA 
explain why it ig still in the ra- 
tioning business. 

The point value of butter is 
slated for a reduction, probably 
from 12 to 8 points. 

Little change, however, is ex- 
pected in present values for choice 
cuts of beef, veal and lamb, and 
almost all cuts of pork.

85,739, and the largest, a St. Louis 
county district, The average of 
the two districts in St. Louis coun- 
ty is 137,115. 


While this difference is close 
to the allowable disparity of 55,- 
656, it is far from the difference 
under the old districting, in which 
the Twelfth, in the northeastern 
part of the state, had a popula- 
tion of only 45,718, while the Twen- 
ty-fifth, consisting of St. Louis 
county and Franklin and Gascon- 
ade counties, had 320,512. 


Difficult Job. 

The job of districting was a 
difficult one to carry out in con- 
formity with the Constitution and 
with political fairness. The _ re- 
quirement for compactness and 
nearly evenness of population nec- 
essarily meant that some districts 
would have an odd appearance on 
the map, as counties must adjoin 
and there were wide differences 
in population, making groupings 
often difficult. 


A troublesome element in the 
deliberation of the commission 
was the numbering of the dis- 
tricts and the desire to interfere 
as little as possible with the seats 
of present Senators. Influences 
were brought to bear by some 
Senators to avoid any greater 
changes than absolutely necessary 
in their present districts, and by 
the desire of Republican Senators 
that no Democratic territory be 
added to their districts, and by 
Democratic Senators that no Re- 
publican territory be added to 
theirs. 


Through the regrouping and re- 
numbering of districts, two Sena- 
tors, Roy D. Miller of Columbia 
and W. W. Sunderwirth of Eldo- 
rado Springs will be deprived of 
their opportunity to run for re- 
election next year. Both are in 
even-numbered districts now and 
have been put in odd-numbered 
districts under the new plan. Only 
Senators from even-numbered dis- 
tricts are to be elected to the next 
Legislature. Those from odd-num- 
bered districts now are holdovers 
and election in the odd-numbered 
districts will not be until 1947. 

Falzone a Holdover. 

Tt was through this renumber- 
ing that St. Louis will not get its 
additional Senator until the 1948 
election. In creating seven dis- 
tricts instead of six in St.. Louis, 
they were given numbers from one 
to seven and the senatorial elec- 
tion in 1946 will be only in dis- 
tricts Two, Four and Six in St. 
Louis. The St. Louis county dis- 
tricts were numbered Twelve and 
Thirteen. Senator Joseph A. Fal- 
zone, being from an odd-numbered 
district, will be a holdover, and 
one additional Senator will be 
elected in 1946, 


Both Senators from Jackson 
county are from odd-numbered 
districts and are holdovers. Two 
additional] districts there will have 
even numbers and two new Sena- 
tors will be elected in 1946, 

Six Conflicts, 

There was surprisingly little 
conflict with seats of present Sen- 
ators in the redistricting. In only 
six instances were present Sena- 
tors placed in the same district. 

Senator Frank M. Frisby of 
Bethany in~the present Fourth 
and J. C. Riggen of Milan in the 
present Sixth, both Republicans, 
were placed in the new Four- 
teenth. As neither is a holdover, 
if both desire to return to the Sen- 
ate they will run against each 
other in the Republican primary. 

Senator Clark R. McColl (Rep.), 
Westboro, in the present First, 
and Jess D. Sexton (Dem.), Clin- 
ton County, in the present Third, 
were placed in the Fifteenth. Both 
are holdovers. 

Senators Roy D. Miller (Rep.), 
Columbia, in the present Tenth, 
and Ed R. Caldwell (Dem.), Perry, 
in the present Thirteenth, were 
placed in the Nineteenth, Mliller’s 
term expires with the present 
Legislature and because of going 
into an odd-numbered district he 
cannot run for re-election. Cald- 
well is a holdover. 

Senator H. B. Hart (Rep.) of 
Camdenton, in the present Four- 
teenth and W. H. Robinett (Rep.) 
of Mountain Grove, in the present 
Twenty-second, were placed in the 
Twenty-sixth. The terms of both 
expire with this Legislature, and 
if they desire to return to the 
Senate will be candidates against 
each other in the primary. 

Senators W. W. Sunderwirth 
(Rep.) of Eldorado Springs, in 
the present Sixteenth. and Ralph 
Erdwin (Rep.) of Johnson County, 
in the present Seventeenth, were 
placed in the Thirty-first, Sunder- 
wirth, in an odd-numbered dis- 
trict, must retire from the Senate. 
Erdwin is a holdover. 

Senators W. W. Blain (Rep.) 
of Sedalia, in the present Fif- 
teenth, and C. R. Hawking (Rep.) 
of Brumley, in the present Twen- 
ty-seventh, were placed in the 
Thirty-third. Both are holdovers, 

Task Finished in Five Months. 

The Redistricting Commission 
finished its task in less than five 
months, more than a month be- 
fore its authority expired. During 
the early period of its sessions, 
there was a general belief that as 
it consisted of five Republicans 
and five Democrats, all ardent 
partisans, a deadlock would re- 
sult and no districting accom- 
plished. They had been named 
by Gov. Donnelly from lists sup- 
plied by the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic State Committees under 
direction of the Constitution. 

Within the last few days, how- 
ever, the partisan differences 
grew less and there was a reali- 
zation that there must be give 
and take or 17 Senators. would 
be elected at large in 1946. As 
leaders of both parties were un- 
certain as to the outcome of the 
election, neither side wanted to 
risk the election of all 17 by the 
other party.

Says United Nations Or- 
ganization First Should 
Have Power to Enforce 


Decisions.

Arthur H. Compton, chancellor of 
Washington University in St. 
Louis, said here yesterday. 

, Until that time, he said in testi- 
mony before the House Committee 
on Military Affairs, it is essential 
for us to look after our own de- 
fenses. 

He conceded, however, that the 
remaining sécrets of the bomb are 
largely technical know-how and 
that he was not aware of any pos-

Kentucky, chairman of the com- 
mittee, for the development and 
control of. atomic energy, Dr. 
Compton said the nation’s safety 
cannot be safeguarded by retain- 
ing secrets but only by building its 
own strength, 

“Even if we gave away the in- 
formation on how to make a bomb 
it would not greatly affect the 
time it would take for another na- 
tion to construct a bomb and drop 
it on us,” he said. 

For that reason, he asserted it 
was the primary duty of the nine- 
man commission which the bill 
would set up to encourage research 
into the development of atomic 
energy. He said he felt the gen- 
eral tenor of the present bill 
would discourage research, but 
that it could be modified. 

“Most of the bill implements 
controls,” he said, “and almost 
none implements development.” 

He thought it reasonable for the 
Government to invest a consider- 
able amount in development of 
atomic energy and foresaw that in 
10 or 20 years the industry might 
reach the peacetime magnitude of 
a billion-dollar industry. 


For 50-Million Expenditure. 


He recommended possible ex- 
penditures of 50 to 100 million dol- 
lars a year for a program of de- 
veloping a peacetime industry, 
apart from any military expendi- 
tures. 

Dr. Compton, a widely known 
physicist, was chairman of a Na- 
tional Academy of Science com- 
mittee on the use of uranium in 
war, which set up a program lead- 
ing to the perfection of the atomic 
bomb, and also was active in de- 
veloping methods of producing 
plutonium, another ingredient of 
the atomic bomb. 

He told the committee, which 
listened with deference and 
seemed to place more value on 
his opinions than on those of some 
of the other witnesses, that it was 
important to the national welfare 
\to have some controls. 

Dangerous Without Controls. 
“Like narcotics,” he said, 
“atomic energy would be danger- 
ous if allowed to get out of hand. 
It is possible to kill people with 


-|radiation burns, many times more 


intense than X-rays. Perhaps the 
‘same sort of controls we now have 
‘in the pure food and drug laws 
‘should be employed.” 

| Dr. Compton said there were 
many arguments for making re- 
‘search in nuclear energy open, 
‘and that any contrary procedure 
would cause other nations to won- 
|\der whether we were not conceal- 
ling something for military pur- 
poses. He said he did not advo- 
cate that provisions for complete 
freedom of research should be 
written into the bill, but that the 
proposition should be studied care- 
fully by the commission, which 
could act as it saw fit. 


Scientists Protest Against Speed on 
Atomic Bomb Legislation. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP) — 
Presidential hopes for prompt con- 
gressional decision on atomic en- 
ery ran today iinto protests from 
a group of atomic bomb scientists 
that Congress is overdoing the 
‘rush job, 
| The House Military Committee 
has announced its hearings closed. 
|It is considering a bill to place in 
the hands of a commission power- 
ful domestic controls over sources 
and development of atomic energy.

* manufacturers. Bugas also said 
» that in the field of Ford’s labor 
relations, “some change of policy 
undoubtedly is in the offing.” He 
added, however, that “we're too 
close to the old regime to make 
any definite announcement.” 


Ford Ignores Press Agents. 
Young Henry Ford substantiat- 
“There are 
bound to be some changes in labor 
policy. The situation changes, and 
we see the situation in a different 
light ourselves.” 


Ford, extremely boyish-appear- 
ing for the head of one of the 
nation’s largest industries, told re- 
porters completing a nation-wide 
survey of industrial reconversion 
that his firm expects to produce 
125,000 automobiles and trucks by 
Christmas, that production facili- 
ties are being expanded and that 
reconversion is attended by “some 
difficulties.” He spoke very briefly. 

He did not, however, read a 
statement prepared for him by the 
newly-hired public relations firm, 
Earl Newsom Associates of New 
York City, nor did he take the 
advice of his public relations peo- 
ple and refuse to answer questions 
put to him by correspondents. 

The prepared statement, per- 
haps suffering from the reconver- 
sion of management at Ford, as- 
serted that 14 firms which supply 
Ford with component parts are 
still shut down, presumably be- 
cause of strikes. A few minutes 
earlier, J. R. Davis, director of 
sales and advertising, had stated 


of having a mind of his own. He 
is credited with engineering the 
retirement of Bennett, who long 
held the confidence of the elder 
Henry Ford, now in retirement. 
Bennett was for many years an 
implacable foe of’ organized la- 
bor, and union leaders say he 
never had adjusted himself to 
Ford’s about-face in 1940, when a 
closed shop agreement was signed 
with the union. 

Ford suffered many more work 
stoppages, even during the war, 
than General Motors, which lost 
only six ten thousandths of 1 per 
cent of its total man hours, due 
to labor stoppages, by union fig- 
ures. Ford executives said _ to- 
day that stoppages at the Ford 
plant, none of which were author- 
ized by the union, were due large- 
ly to friction between union work- 
ers and Bennett’s personnel or- 
ganization, 

Walter. P. Reuther, vice presi- 
dent of the international union to 
which Ford workers belong, said 
today that, “We hope the changes 
in the top management at Ford 
will create a healthier at- 


mosphere and facilitate the build-| 


ing of a more sound labor rela- 
tionship in the future, .., It is 
time management realized that 
human engineering is just as im- 
portant as mechanical engineer- 
ing.”

As Davis, the sales director, 
said, “I don’t know that being 
first on that market means much, 
but we certainly don’t want to 
be last.”

Labor’s Position. 


Negotiations with General Mo- 
tors are preceding negotiations 
between the union and Ford. The 
union’s position is that, in 
Reuther’s words, “If the automo- 
bile industry can’t give us a 30 
per cent rise without increasing 
the cost of automobiles to the 
consumer we don’t want the in- 
crease, But we know the indus- 
try can do it, and we are going 
to prove it—publicly.” 


Reuther asserted the industry 
can pay the increase asked by the 
union, out. of profits, without 
passing on the added burden to 
the consumer, “and stfll earn more 
than what generally is considered 
a fair return for an investment.” 

Attempts on the part of the 
automobile industry to obtain price 
increases were called by Reuther 
“the greatest grab in history.” 

If the union can get a satisfac- 


\tory wage increase in negotiations 


with General Motors, Reuther be- 
lieves Ford and the rest of the in- 
dustry will grant the same in- 
crease without much of a struggle. 

Management is in violent dis- 
agreement, however, with Reuth- 
er’s statement that the increase in 
wages can be granted without in- 
creasing prices. 

Ford executives, who said they 
had given the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration one schedule, only to 
have it returned for “more com- 
plete information,” refused to 
state how much increase in the 
price of their automobiles they are 
asking. Davis said Ford “Had 
hoped that the dealer’s margin of 
profit would remain the same as 
It was before the war,” without 
much apparent expectation that 
this would be the case. It is an- 


It is |ticipgted that dealers will be ex- 


pected to absorb at least a portion 
of any price increase granted man- 
ufacturers, 


Packard President’s Figures. 


George T,. Christopher, president 
of the Packard Motor Co,, said his 
manufacturing costs postwar are 
17 per cent above his prewar costs, 
including a 12 per cent rise in the 
basic labor rate, without counting 
the 30 per cent additional increase 
asked by the union. He said, how- 
ever, that he did not anticipate 
that the full amount of the in- 
crease in fanufacturing costs 
would be included in the price in- 
crease granted by the OPA. 

“We don’t expect to recover our 
reconversion costs,” he said. “I 
assume any price increase granted 
will be based on volume produc- 
tion, with attending lower manu- 
facturing costs.” 

Reaching volume production, 
however, is the great problem fac- 
ing the automobile industry today. 
Ford resumed production only 
Monday, after having been shut 
down since Sept. 14, due to the 
strike at the Kelsey-Hayes Wheel 
Co., which supplies Ford parts. 


Between the end of production on 
war contracts and Sept. 14, Ford 
had produced 2312 passenger auto- 
mobiles, and since Monday it has 
been producing 400 a day. Capacity 
production will be 7800 passenger 
automobiles a day ,a figure Ford 
excoutives hope will be reached by 
“late next spring.” 


Oct. 26, Ford dealers all over 
the nation will hold the first 
public showing of the new auto- 
mobiles, but most sales will be for 
delivery at a later date, Davis 
said. If the new OPA price sched- 
ules are not received by then, the 
machines will be sold at 1942 
prices, subject to later adjustment, 
he said. 

Packard has yet to produce its 
first complete postwar automobile, 
Christopher said. Production lines 
are just being set up on space 
where aviation. and marine engines 
were produced for the war. Some 
automobiles are being assembled 
on improvised production lines, but 
Christopher said the most com- 
plete of these is missing nine parts, 
unavailable in three instances be-

MVA OPPONENTS 


All Agree on Need of 
River Control, Spokes- 
men Tell Missouri Com-

BISMARCK, N. D., Oct. 19—In 
a day spent listening to supporters 
of the Pick-Sloan plan for Mis- 
souri river development, as op- 
posed to the Missouri Valley Au- 
thority, the Missouri State MVA 
Commission found yesterday that 
these interests in North Dakota 
were backing the Pick-Sloan plan 
with the idea that it would assure 
quick action on utilization of 
water resources earnestly desired 
here. The commission moved to- 
day to Helena, Mont., near the 
headwaters of the basin. 

The attitude of these spokesmen 
was summarized by F. L. Conklin 
of Bismarck, president of the 
state’s only old-line life insurance 
company, a director of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce and 
vice president of the Greater North 
Dakota Association, which favors 
the Pick-Sloan plan. 


Agree on River Control, 

He said all interests were gen- 
erally agreed on the advisability 
of river control and that the only 
question was on the form of ad- 
ministration. The organizations 
he belongs to, he said, were 


against the Murray bill for MVA, 
and in favor of “retention of 
states’ rights,” and he is person- 
ally leaning that way, although 
still having “at least a partly open 
mind.” He wants the river con- 
trolled to provide irrigation and 
electric power to attract industry. 


Conklin said he was planning 
to inspect the Tennessee Valley 
Authority—pattern for MVA—“to 
see if such an administration is 
desirable for the Missouri basin, 
though I doubt it.” 


Asked by the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent why North Dakota op- 
ponents of MVA preferred the 
Pick-Sloan plan, Conklin said it 
was a feeling of “too much gov- 
ernment in business,” engendered 
by unhappy recollections of the 
operations of numerous New Deal 
agencies in the state during the 
depression of the 30s. 

Factor of Personal Acquaintance. 


It was apparem from the state- 
ments of the various speakers 
that MVA opponents here were in- 
clined to the Pick-Sloan plan be- 
cause of long familiarity with the 
under-officials in the field who 
would handle it for the Army and 
the Reclamation Bureau, 


The Missouri commission heard 
the local heads of these two agen- 
cies explain their plans. They are 
Bruce Johnson, area development 
engineer for the bureau, and Lt. 
Col. John W. Siebert, area engi- 
neer for the Army. 

Johnson told how the bureau’s 
proposals had been extended into 
North Dakota, which now has 
very little irrigated land. He said 
integration of the separate plans 
of the Army and the bureau, 
which resulted in the Pick-Sloan 
plan, was “relatively simple and 
involved chiefly elimination of 
iterns in conflict.” Probably the 
Army would operate the proposed 
Garrison dam, north’ of Bismarck, 
“ugder direction of the bureau,” 
he asserted. 

The question of fear of delay, 
resulting in a dearth of needed 
postwar public works, if the Pick- 
Sloan plan was not followed, was 
raised by Johnson. This has been 
a stock argument of MVA oppo- 
nents, while MVA advocates have 
replied that the Murray bill would 
enable MVA to take over at once 
the plans of the existing agencies. 

In the course of Johnson’s state- 
ment, L. .T. Berthe, an engineer 
member of the Missouri commis- 
sion, called attention to his view 
that the Missouri river was not 
primarily a large source of power 
and the fact that there would be 
a big problem in dealing with the 
heavy silt content of the stream 
at the dams. 

Bureau-Army Differences. 


Reflecting the differences of 
opinion between the bureau and 
the Army which have been cited 
by MVA supporters as showing 
the need for a strong central au- 
thority, Johnson said the bureau 
did not require Garrison dam, an 
Army project for flood control 
and navigation, not now having 
provisions for irrigation, but that 
this installation would make pos- 
sible more irrigation. The bureau, 
primarily an irrigation agency for 
the arid west, has backed the dam, 
gome features of which have been 
criticized by the Army. 

Col. Siebert said the Army would 
be prepared to start Garrison dam, 
a $100,000,000 job, early in 1946.

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Answering Berthe, he said this 
dam was essential, providing a 
silt-settling basin which would 
prolong useful life of projects 
wnstream. 

Siebert said, in »response to in- 
quiry by Chairman Claude B. 
Ricketts of St. Louis, that Army 
engineer policy was to build dams 


by contract. TVA has done its 
own construction, Contracting in- 
terests have been outspoken critics 
of MVA, assuming it would fol- 
low TVA’s lead in this.

DISCHARGED A WEEK 


Volume of Separation From 
Services Expected to Reach 
10,000 in 10 Days.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 19— 
Missourians now are returning 
from military service to civilian 
life at the rate of about 7500 a 
week and the volume of dis- 
charges is expected to increase to 
about 10,000 a week within the 


next .10 days, Col. Claude C. Earp, 
state Selective Service director, 


armed forces up to last Oct. 1. 

Total figures on the number of 
Missourians in the various armed 
forces still are listed as restricted 
information, but it has been esti- 
mated that 380,000 Missourians 
have entered the armed services 
since October 1940. 


Reports reaching Selective Serv- 
ice headquarters here from Army 
and Navy separation centers show 
a sharp upturn in the number of 
discharges since Sept. 1. The fig- 
ure increased steadily from 1548 
in the first week of September to 
5893 for the second week in Octo- 
ber. Earp said the discharges 
should reach about 10,000 after 
next week.

Louls Bromfield Speaks. 

Last night Louis Bromfield, 
novelist and farmer, addressing a 
dinner meeting of the organization, 
said the war effort had cost this 
country a tremendous amolnt of 
real wealth in the depletion of our 
land, our mineral resources and 
our forests.

That 
country hag been hard hit by the 
war and the abrupt end of lend- 
lease assistance, he said. 

At a luncheon meeting yester- 
day, the Very Rev. George J. 
Hildner, V. F., of Villa Ridge, de- 
scribed soil conservation methods 
practiced in Franklin county, Mo., 
with the consequent rise in pro- 
duction and living standards of its 
citizens. He urged his listeners 
who have farms to follow the prac- 
tices recommended by the Soil 
Conservation Service and thus 
Pe hoe an example for their neigh- 
boring “dirt farmers” to follow. 

Leonard Hall, a contributor to] 
the Post-Dispatch Everyday Maga- 
zine, described the balance of na- 
ture in the “biotic pyramid” of 
which the soil forms the base. In 
ascending order and each sup- 
porting the succeeding category 
were plants, plant-eating insects, | 
insect-eating birds and rodents, | 
plant-eating mammals, bird- and | 
rodent-eating mammals and at 
the top, the carnivores which in- 
clude man. Any serious disturb- 
ance of this balance destroys the 
“ecology” of nature and is fraught | 
with serious consequences, he/| 
said. | 
Importance of Moisture Shown. 

R. H. Musser, regional conserv- 
ator in Milwaukee of the Soil Con- 
servation Service, demonstrated 
the importance of retaining mois- | 
ture in the soil by studies show- 
ing that one bushel of corn re-| 
quires 3000 gallons of water. He 
said that more than 770,684,000 | 
acres in 3,500,000 farms have been | 
organized in soil conservation dis- 
tricts which receive aid and in-/| 
struction from the service but! 
much still remains to be done. | 

Dr. Jonathan Forman, editor of | 
the Ohio State Medical Journal | 
and nutrition expert, said a proper : 
diet of foods grown on soils con- | 
taining the necessary minerals | 
and nutrition essentials would add | 
seven years to the average life. | 
Much of the value of properly | 
grown foods is lost in over-refin- | 
ing and faulty methods of preser- | 
vation, he said. He urged Amer- 
icans to re-educate their palates | 
and avoid misdirected eating that | 
leads to malnourishment and loss | 
of health and vigor.

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Oil Man-Politician Apparently Used Letter! SERENE 
of Introduction from Ickes Aid to Further|_ 
Business Project— Lost $70,000 When 
Scheme Fell Through.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19. 


HE far-reaching activities of Edwin W. Pauley, who is reported 
to be slated to succeed Secretary of the Navy James V. Forrestal 
and thus enter President Truman’s Cabinet, included a turbulent 


Mexican chapter in the war that ended in failure for Pauley and 
the loss of between $70,000 and $80,000 of his own funds. 


Pauley, multimillionaire oil op- 
erator who now is serving as 
Ini.ed States representative on 
the Allied Reparations Commis- 
sion, was acting treasurer of the 
Democratic National Committee 
in 1942 when he hit on a plan to 
build a refinery in Mexico City 
for the Mexican Government. 

The refinery would have been 
constructed and -operated . by 
Pauley’. Petro! Oil Corp. of Cali- 
fornia and sev: al other inde- 
pendent oil companies, and would 
have produced high-octane avia- 
tion gasoline for sale to the 
Un.ted States Government in the 
interest of the war effort. 

B~ Pauley’s own statement to 
the Post-Dispatch, the project 
was blocked by the State Depart- 
ment, after he had sold the idea 
to the Whi.e House. It is under- 
stood that the State Department 
balked at picking out Pauley’s oil 
company for the job, to the ex- 
clusion of other oil firms. Inter- 
ior Secretary Harold L. Ickes also 
balked on this point after origin- 
ally supporting the general plan. 
He suggested that the Mexican 
Government award the contract 
on the basis of competitive bid- 
ding, and ultimately an eastern 
engineering company won the 
contract. 


Friends ‘Fall Out.’ 

At that time, Ickes and Pauley 
were on friendly terms, although 
they later “fell out” over the ques- 
tion of tidelands control. On Aug. 
20, 1942, one of Ickes’s aids quite 
innocently gave Pauley a personal 
letter of introduction to George 
S. Messersmith, our ambassador 
to Mexico, just before Pauley de- 
parted for Mexice in furtherance 
of his refinery proposal. 

Ickes’s aid, who neglected to 
tell the Secretary about the letter, 
had no idea that it was to be 
used in connection with this proj- 
ect. Warmly worded, it unwit- 
tingly may have given the im- 
pression that the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee treasurer was 
going to Mexico on official gov- 
ernment business. It said, in part: 

“May I take the liberty of intro- 
ducing to you a friend of mine, 
Mr. Ed Pauley, who expects to be 
in Mexico attending to some busi- 
ness matters? Mr. Pauley in the 
past year has completed several 
assignments for the President re- 
garding oil matters. I shall per- 
sonally appreciate any courtesies 
you may care to extend to him 
while he is in Mexico. I am ask- 
ing Mr. Pauley to present this 
letter to you.” 

Ickes did not know about the 
letter until shown a copy by this 
writer. He said it should never 
have been written. The aid, whose 
mame need not be disclosed, said 
he was chagrined at the apparent 
use to which the letter had been 
put, and was sorry he had written 
it. He worked with Pauley in the 
1940 presidential campaign in 
western states, on leave of ab- 
sence from the Interior Depart- 
ment, but was one of the first in 
the department to press for fed- 
eral control of the oil-rich tide- 
lands, against Pauley’s personal 
injerests, Pauley unsuccessfully 
has sought to change his views on 
tidelands. 

Ickes himself was no shrinking 
violet in his support of Pauley’s 
general idea of a Mexican refin- 
ery, but it should be emphasized 
that at no time did he back 
Pauley’s efforts to have the con- 
tract awarded him ‘on a silver 
platter. 

It should be borne in mind that 
the Administration owed much to 
Pauley at this time. In preceding 
years he had wiped out a $750,000 
National Committee debt through 
sheer organizational astuteness, 
thus putting the committee back 
on its feet. He had lent $50,000 
, of his personal funds to a Demo- 
cratic State Committee, which 
was repaid. He had, in addition, 
carried out creditably a presiden- 
tial assignment as liaison man be- 
tween the oil industry and gov- 
ernmental agencies in a tanker 
pooling war plan. 

Ickes Urged Action. 

In any event, Ickes, with White 
House approval, vigorously backed 
the Mexican refinery proposal, 
putting the heat on the State De- 
partment when it seemed cool to 
the whole idea. In a letter dated 
Dec. 11, 1942, he wrote then Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull as fol- 
lows: 

“On Aug. 4, I wrote to you 
transmitting a proposal for the 
erection of certain refining and 
natural gasoline plants in Mex- 
ico. On Nov. 6, I sent you the re- 
port of the technical oil mission 
which had at that time completed 
a survey of the Mexican oil prob- 
lem, and offered some suggestions 
as to how we might progress from 
that point on. 

“On Nov. 16, I wrote you fur- 
ther on this subject requesting 
that you be so good as to inform 


me of the desires of the State De- |. 


partment. 

“T have since received from the 
President a memorandum inquir- 
ing as to the status of the refin- 
ery project for Mexico and again 
expressing his desire for action. 
I note that you received an identi- 
cal memorandum. 

“To date I have had no response 


to my letters to your department 
on this subject. In the light of 
the President's memorandum, I 
feel at I should move forward 
with this Mexican project without 
more delay and, failing to hear 
to the contrary from you, shall as- 
sume that you do not wish to 
interpose any objection to the pro- 
posals in question as they have 
been presented to you.” 


Letter to Pauley. 


On March 4, 1943, Secretary 
Ickes sent the following letter to 
Pauley: 

“I have your letter of Feb. 25 
with an accompanying letter ad- 
dressed to me by La Nacional 
Compania De Petroleo, S.A. both 
concerning the production of 
high-octane gasoline in Mexico. 

“I realize that your proposal 
looking to the construction and 
operation of a high-octane plant 
in Mexico has been before our of- 
fice for many months and it is a 
matter of regret to me that it has 
not been possible before this time, 
and is even now not possible, for 
the Petroleum Administration to 
conclude this matter with you. 
However, the delay is in no sense 
chargeable to this office which, in 
fact, completed its operating and 
technical review of the proposal 
months past, and at that time in- 
dicated to you its general approval 
of your plan for these stand- 
points. 


“Tf this development were 
within the United States we would 
be prepared to move forward with- 
out delay, but since it is in a 
foreign country matters within 
the jurisdiction of the State De- 
partment are involved and must 
be cleared in that quarter before 
physical progress can be made. I 
believe that you yourself have 
been in touch with officials of 
the State Department and know 
directly from them the status of 
the matter there. 


“It is my understanding that, as 
to the high-octane plant proposal 
which you have indicated has been 
the subject.of agreeable conversa- 
tions between yourself and Mexi- 
can officials, our government is 
thus far without any definite state- 
ment of position from the Mexican 
Government. This being so, I can 
readily see the difficulty of the 
State Department in concluding 
its considerations on those phases 
which are the especial concern of 
state. 


“IT repeat that from the operat- 
ing standpoint we here are pre- 
pared quickly to dispose of the 
subject when State Department 
clearance is had.” 


Pauley, in discussing the sub- 
ject with the writer, attributed 
State Department opposition to a 
key man in that department who, 
he said, had once worked for a 
major oil csrporation antagonistic 
to “independent” oil firms like 
Pauley’s. That key man’s associa- 
tion with State Department later 
was severed. 


Pauley flatly denied a report 
that the tentative contract for the 
refinery submitted by him to the 
Mexican Government gave his 
Petrol Oil Corp. the right to ex- 
plore Mexican fields for new 
sources of petroleum, for exploita- 
tion by Petrol. There was a clause, 
he recalled, that gave him authori- 
ty to search for new oil wells for 
the Mexican Government, to in- 
sure the steady flow of petroleum 
into the contemplated refinery, 
“but there would have been no 
profit in it for me.” 


Pauley told the Post-Dispatch he 
spent between $70,000 and $80,000 
of his own monev in behalf of the 
Mexican project, on such expenses 
as traveling and preliminary sur- 
veys. In any case the contract 
fizzled, and the whole hitherto- 
unpublicized Mexican episode must 
be chalked up as one of his very 
rare defeats. 


U. S. Files Title “Suit Against Cali- 
fornia in Supreme Court. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP)— 
The Justice Department today 
filed with the Supreme Court a 
suit against the State of California 
to determine who owns the oi] be- 
neath coastal submerged lands. A 
test suit filed May 29 in United 
States District Court at Los An- 
geles was dismissed. 

Attorney General Clark said that 
by making California a party to 
the suit “it is possible to invoke 
the original jurisdiction of the Su- 
preme Court and to secure for all 
interests concerned the advantage 
of a prompt decision.” ~* 

In other respects, Clark said, the 
object remains the same: To es- 
tablish any rights the United 
States may have in the coastal 
submerged lands extending be- 
tween low water mark and the 
three mile limit. —

timate detail the price America 
paid for not being prepared to 
defend the Philippines. Today’s 
article tells of his efforts to 
counter-attack in the fading 
hours of Bataan and the loss of 
that historic battlefield.

ELL, here it was at last, Maj. 
W cen. Edward P. King, my 

successor as commander of 
the forces on Luzon, had sent his 
chief of staff, Brig. Gen. Arnold 
J, Funk, to Corregidor to tell me 
that King might have to surren- 
der—so great was the Jap pres- 
sure on our malarial and starving 
forces. 

Funk stood before me, in my 
little office in Malinto Tunnel on 
Corregidor, that grim afternoon 
of April 7, 1942, waiting for my 
answer. On my desk lay a mes- 
sage from MacArthur, in Aus- 
tralia: 

“When the supply situation be- 
comes impossible (MacArthur’s 
message read) there must’ be no 
thought of surrender, You must 
attack.” 

I looked at Funk, a picture of 
weariness, 

“General, you go back and tell 
General King that he will not sur- 
render. Tell him he will attack. 
Those are my orders.” 

Gen. Funk waited a moment. 
Then he said, “General, you kpow, 
of course, what the situation is 
over there. You know what the 
outcome will be.” 

“I do,” I answered. I could not 
say anything else. 
and walked out ... a fine soldier. 

It was with heavy heart that 
I sent in my report to Washing- 

ton, a communique which read: 

“Fresh Japanese troops are 
continuing their forward drive 
in Bataan with great vigor. A 
heavy attack on our new posi- 
tion is now in progress. Dive 
bombers and attack aircraft are 
bombing and machine-gunning 
our front lines. Heavy bomb- 
ers are continuing their attacks 
on our rear areas near the 
southern extremity of the Ba- 
taan peninsula, 

“The present Japanese attack 
is the longest sustained drive of 
the enemy since operations be- 
gan in Bataan. Waves of shock 
troops have attacked *almost 
continuously, without regard to 
casualties, which have been 
~ heavy on both sides. Our forces 
have stubbornly resisted every 
advance.” 

On April 8 I sent Cols. Pete 
Irwin and Galbraith to King’s 
headquarters on Bataan to ar- 
range for three battalions of the 
Forty-fifth Infantry to fall back 
to Corregidor, in order to stiffen 
our defenses on The Rock. Irwin 
and Galbraith saw King, who sent 
the necessary order to the I Corps. 
Barges also were arranged for at 
Mariveles to pick up the men. 
Col. Doyle, of the Forty-fifth, and 
his staff came down to Mariyeles 
after making all arrangements for 
their men to follow them. 

But the men became snarled on 
the jammed roads and never made 


t. 

Through King I was able, how- 
ever, to arrange for the proper 
medical officers on Bataan to get 
the nurses to Mariveles, prepara- 
tory to moving them across the 
short but vital stretch of water to 
The Rock. 

I contacted King’s headquarters 
repeatedly during April 8, and the 
news was all bad. Parker’s II 
was being rolled back as one might 
roll a stiff rug. There was no 
stopping the Japs on that side of 
Bataan. In a last-minute effort 
to relieve the pressure om the east 
I contacted Gen. Jones and or- 
dered his I Corps to attack. But 
some of his men actually dropped 


from exhaustion as they moved" 


forward. 

That night of April 8 the nurses 
were bundled into a barge, and a 
tug towed them to Corregidor. 


You may talk all you want of 
the pioneer women who went 
across the plains of early Amer- 
ica and helped found our great 
nation. They were, indeed, the 
wondrous mothers of our land. 
But never forget the American 
girls‘ who fought on Bataan and 
later on Corregidor. They had 
no training in pioneering hard- 
ship; theirs had been a life of 
conveniences and even luxury. 
But their hearts were the same 
hearts as those of the women 


of early America. Their names : 
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must always be hallowed when 
we speak of American heroes. 
The memory of their coming 
ashore on Corregidor that early 
morning of April 9, dirty, dis- 
heveled, some of them wounded 
from the hospital bombings—and 
every last one of them with her 
chin up in the air—is a memory 
that can never be erased. 


Beebe and I sat up all that night 
of April 8-9 in the tiny sitting 
room which’ Beebe had built for 
MacArthur in a recess of the Ma” 
linta Tunnel, I was on the phone 
most of the night, telling King’s 
headquarters that Jones was to 


attack with some of his I Corps’ 
units and to send other units to 
the support of the more oppressed 
II Corps; trying to spring the 
Forty-fifth's battalions out of their 
snarl, and talking to hard-fighting 
Brig. Gen. Clifford Bluemel, who 
was personally directing the last 
stand along the river line north of 
Cabcaben. 


I last spoke to King at 3 a.m. 
April 9. He did not mention sur- 
render. My last order to him was 
to launch a 
dawn. 

King’s last combat action, in an- 
Swer to that order, was to throw 


counter-attack at 


all of his reserves into the battle, 
down to the dismounted Twenty- 
sixth Cavalry and his engineers. 
He even ordered his anti-aircraft 
gunners to abandon their guns, 
and sent them forward to fight 
as infantry. 


Of all nights, when even food 
had lost its meaning, that was the 
night one of the two submarines 
arrived from Cebu with canned 
goods and rations. It came 
through the mine field around 
Corregidor and quietly surfaced. 

But just as our hunger-weakened

Officers’ Army In and Out 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Certain inequalities exist between of- 
ficers and enlisted men upon and after 


-* their return to civilian life. As men re- 
'' eeiving treatment in an Army General 


Hospital for service-incurred disabilities, 
we find the following notorious facts of 
no therapeutic value: 

1. All officers released for disability, 


regardless of the extent, receive retire- 


ment pay of 75 per cent of their base 
pay. This means a minimum for a Sec- 
ond Lieutenant of $112.50 per month, in- 
creasing progressively at the rate of 5 
per cent every three years for 30 years. 

Enlisted men eligible for pensions re- 
ceive a minimum of $11.50 per month, 
An enlisted man discharged with 100 per 
cent disability receives $115, or $2.50 
more than the minimum retirement pay 
for Second Lieutenants. All officers re- 
tired for disability are assured of their 
75 per cent, whereas enlisted men are 
not even guaranteed the minimum $11.50. 

2. Disability pensions of enlisted men 
are subject to readjustment every six 
months, at which time they must sub- 
mit to a complete medica] examination 
and survey of their records. Officers 
submit to no further investigations or 
downward readjustments of retirement 


y. 

3. All officers upon release from ac- 
tive duty receive terminal leaves of ac- 
crued leave time up to 90 days, with full 
pay during this time. Officers up to and 
including the rank of Captain also re- 
ceive full mustering-out pay. Enlisted 
men, regardless of accrued furlough 
time accumulated because of the exi- 
gencies of war, such as prolonged over- 
seas and combat duty or prolonged hos- 
pitalization, receive no such accrued 
leaves. | 

The above inequalifies are obvious and 
need no elaboration. What do you intend 
to do about them?

The consistency with which Edwin W. Pauley, 
the multi-millionaire California oil man, appears 
to have considered his political prestige an ap- 
propriate instrument for furthering his private 
business interests, hardly suggests the strict sep- 
aration of public service and private profit which 
ideally should characterize a public servant. The 


oil man himself makes no bones about having 


entered politics to further his business interests, 
and about using his political influence to help 
his business and vice versa. 

Mr. Pauley’s prestige in the Democratic party 


and in the national Administration is great. - 


When he was treasurer of the party, he deeply 
indebted the Democratic organization to him by 
pulling it out of the $750,000 hole it got into in 
the 1940 campaign, and by raising ample funds 
for the 1944 campaign. He enjoys still further 
prestige because of his closeness to President 
Truman, whom he supported for the vice-presi- 
dential nomination at Chicago, and by whose 
appointment he is United States representative 
on the Allied Reparations Commission, with the 
personal rank of Ambassador. 

He has used his prestige pretty far up toward 
the hilt in furthering the affairs of his Petrol 
Oil Corporation of California. Mr. Pauley has 
appeared as one of the central figures in the 
effort to have Congress quit-claim the Federal 
Government’s rights to oil-bearing tidelands 
which Secretary Ickes has declared are needed 
for national-defense reserves. Retention of these 
lands in the hands of the states is very much 
to Mr. Pauley’s private interest, for he is mak- 
ing a great deal of money out of leasing tide- 
lands from California and drilling out their oil. 

It now appears that, when he was treasurer 
of the Democratic National Committee, Mr. 
Pauley went to President Roosevelt and asked 
him to stop an attempt by the Department of 
Justice to claim the right to tidelands oil. Later, 
when the quit-claim resolution was presented to 
Congress by California State officials and oil 
companies, he lobbied for its support among 
members of Congress who were under obliga- 
tions to him for his service to the party. 

Mr. Pauley says he introduced Special Assis- 
tant Attorney General Clary of California, one 
of the chief drafters and promoters of the quit- 
claim resolution, to Chairman Sumners of the 
House Judiciary Committee, which recommended 
the resolution, and Speaker Rayburn of the 
House. Mr. Rayburn’s assertion that he did not 
talk with Mr. Clary, Mr. Sumners’s vagueness 
about whether he did or not, and the reluctance 
of both of them to discuss the matter, suggest 
that the matter has not been discussed enough 
as yet by a long shot. 

Mr, Pauley gave his prestige another work-out 
in the case of a proposal to construct and operate 
a plant in Mexico for the production of high- 
octane gasoline. For a time he seems to have 
had the inside track for the business, but Secre- 
tary Ickes ultimately insisted on competitive bid- 
ding, at which an Eastern engineering company 
won the award. : 


Earlier, Mr. Pauley had been rumored for ap- — 


pointment as Secretary of the Interior, and now 
he is being spoken of as a possibility to succeed 
James Forrestal as Secretary of the Navy. 

His lack of reticence in turning political pres- 
tige to private profit is his own affair in the role 
of a private citizen, little as it may appeal to 
some people. 

But in the role of aspirant to high position in 
the public service, it is far from a recommenda- 
tion. For high official position there is a need 
of men upon whose choice the public can con- 
fidently rely when there is a clash between pub- 
lic weal and private interest. Mr. Pauley’s rec- 
ord is one of a rather disconcertingly energetic 
preferment of his personal concerns. 
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Poppycock About MVA 


The Senate subcommittee on Irrigation and 
Reclamation, which decided against the Murray 
MVA bill and then held hearings on it, has 
really outdone itself for sheer unreasoning 
venom in its adverse report. Of MVA the sub- 
committee said: 

It would mean the substitution of arbi- 
trary power for democratic processes. It 
would mean the creation of a superstate— 
neither Federal nor state, and not contem- 
plated by our Constitution. 

It would subject the social, cultural and 
economic welfare of the Missouri basin to 
the dictates and whims of a three-man 
board, not responsible to the people and 
largely irresponsible to the Congress itself. 

It would challenge state sovereignty and 
destroy systems of laws, both state and Fed- 
eral, under which Western agriculture has 
grown and prospered. 


If the subcommittee really believes that—and 
from what we know of its membership we re- 
gard it as perfectly capable of believing it—then 
it is the plain duty of these gentlemen, as good 
American citizens, to work for the repeal of 
TVA, since MVA and TVA are ¢hips off the 
same block. 

If the members of the subcommittee did so, 
they would quickly find that most of their col- 
leagues in Congress considered their view of it 
poppycock, and that in the prevailing view of 
the Supreme Court it was poppycock. 

The hard truth, gentlemen, the bitter truth is 
that it’s impossible to turn nonsense into sense 
by repetition. No matter how often you say it, 
it’s still poppycock. 
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The Pettifogging State Senate 


It is hardly strange that a State Senate which 
has always resisted reform of the State’s criminal 
code should invoke it on behalf of a fellow-mem- 
ber. In applying criminal rules to Senator Fal- 
zone’s trial, however, the Senate may actually 
have done Falzone a disservice. 

If he is innocent, he should have been the 
first to insist that civil procedure shall govern, 
to prevent any possible shadow from falling over 
an acquittal. If he is guilty, and is found so, 
the verdict will be particularly impressive be- 
cause of the narrowed procedure used. 

Messrs. Eagleton and Moser, under the circum- 
stances, will have to prosecute this case with 
added power and persuasiveness.* Falzone, if he 
chooses, may refuse to testify and, if he does 
testify, the prosecutors will not be able to cross- 
examine him on anything but matters brought 
out on direct examination. 

The offense of which Falzone is charged—so- 
liciting a bribe to aid in the passage of legisla- 
tion—is a very serious one, but conviction does 
not send him to jail. It merely expels him from 


the Senate. This, then, is not a criminal trial. 
It is a civil trial, and civil rules should govern, 
as members of the special investigating commit- 
tee, with complete logic, insisted. 

Falzone will have no excuses if, despite the 
Senate's illogical action, he is convicted. 
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The Attack on Public Housing 


At the State Senate committee hearing on the 
public housing bill Wednesday, it became clear 
that the opposition is confined to a few real- 
estate men and small-city organizations influ- 
enced by them. The main assault was by Louis 

, Maginn, president of the St. Louis Real Estate 
Exchange. Here are some of his points, to which 
we add a commentary: 

1. The new Constitution intends to bar public 
housing. Actually, it is neutral; the issue is not 
mentioned in the debate or the document itself. 
Many strong Constitution proponents are also 
strong public housing proponents, 

2. “We don’t think we should ask the people 
of Missouri to pay for ridding us of the slums.” 
Help by the State to the large existing St. Louis 
projects, based on Comptroller Nolte’s property 
tax determination, apparently will amount to less 
than $500 a year. 

3. Ditto, the Federal Government. Neverthe- 
less, the Government makes housing grants, and 
St. Louisans will go on helping pay for public 
housing elsewhere even if no more is built here. 

4. Instead of building public housing, St. 
Louis should buy slum land at high prices, mark 
it down to what it is worth and resell to private 
developers. Mr. Maginn hates subsidy to the 
public agency but welcomes it for private inter- 
ests. The city would have to pay its resale losses 
with bond issues, incurring heavy interest 
charges that the public housing system avoids. 
Furthermore, even if private developers got the 
land free, they still could not come near public 
housing rents. Hence Mr. Maginn is not really 
talking about slum clearance, and his objection 
that public housing does not reach the poorest 
one-eighth is a crocodile tear. 

On the other side, a host of civic, labor and 
business organizations indorsed the proved public 
housing system. Against the weight of that sup- 
port, and even more because of the weight of 
the case, it would be strange indeed if the Legis- 
lature did not approve the bill.

Mr. Voorhis’s Position 


Representative Jerry Voorhis of California is 
the most recent member of Congress to indorse 
the Post-Dispatch campaign for reorganizing that 
body. Mr. Voorhis has interested himself for 
some time in the need for overhauling the anti- 
quated system under which 531 men act as a 
board of directors for the world’s greatest enter- 
prise—the Government of the United States. 

Like the others, he has been hamstrung by 
arbitrary rules and procedures, lost in the maze 
of inefficient and duplicating committee struc- 
tures, wearied by details and frustrated by the 
lack of skilled help and dependable research. 

Mr. Voorhis, who said on the floor of the 
House this week that “no problem of govern- 
ment (is) more urgent than the one to which 
the Post-Dispatch is directing its attention,” 
happens to be a progressive public servant. But, 
regardless of point of view, every man on Cap- 
itol Hill has strong reasons for joining the move- 
ment to bring Congress up to date. 

Those who reject the means of doing their 
jobs better, with less effort, should be chopping 
their own wood and making the rounds of their 
constituents on horseback.

The UMW Foremen Issue 


In calling off the coal strike this week, John 
L. Lewis did not abandon the issue over which 
the strike took place, but only postponed its 
consideration for some future time. Lewis’s ac- 
tion came after a long series of fruitless con- 
ferences, in which the conciliation efforts of 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach came to 
nought, just as they did in the recent oil strike. 

But for Lewis’s unexpected action, made, as he 
said “in the public interest,” the country might 
well be facing a critical strike at a time when 
coal is desperately needed. Once again, govern- 
mental impotence to solve an industrial dispute 
has been revealed. 

The issue raised by Lewis was not one that in- 
volves miners’ wages, hours, working conditions 
or union status. It did not in fact, involve 
miners at all. It concerned mine foremen, and 
other supervisory and clerical employes, alone. 

The issue involved is recognition of their 
union, and even that was not a valid issue, as the 
NLRB has the question under consideration. 

A good case might be made for unionization 
of foremen, but not under the conditions pre- 
vailing in the Lewis setup. Foremen are em- 
ployes who operate as a liaison between man- 
agement and workers, and belong to neither 
group. Their leading organization, the Foremen’3 
Association of America, whose bargaining rights 
have been upheld by the NLRB, is affiliated with 
neither AFL nor CIO. This is as it should be, 
for foremen’s affairs ought to be kept independ- 
ent of those of workers in general. 

Lewis’s organization of foremen, however, is a 
part of his catch-all District 50, a unit of the 
UMW. This is a horse of another color, and 
the NLRB may very well refuse to consider it 
on a par with the other foremen’s union. 

Meantime, there is only a respite and not a 
settlement of the foremen issue. 
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Still Another Road Bill 


Not content with sectionalizing Missouri road- 
building by the Quinn bill, the Senate Republi- 
can floor leader is now leading an effort, to 
atomize it. Under the King “milk route” bill, 
the State would be called on to match county 
contributions up to $750 a mile to dust a little 
gravel on whatever roads the counties desire to 
improve, 

It would amount to sinking good money in 
the mud. As several opposing Senators have 
pointed out, $1500 does not begin to cover the 
cost of a reasonably good all-weather road. The 
State would have nominal approval over plans 
and specifications, but a commission of. County 
Judges would have concurrent jurisdiction, a 
situation which could oniy lead to cross-pur- 
poses. Its money sunk, the State could not com- 
pel the counties to keep up maintenance. And, 
as Curtis Betts points out, the poorer counties 
could not raise even $750 for very many miles, 

What all this adds up to, of course, is a treas- 
ury raid with very little to show in return. 
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Democracy vs. Poll Tax 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Long fight to win back for Southern citizens a voice in their 
government is reviewed by writer; bill passed by the House now 
has a chance to win in the Senate; a filibuster may not be tolerated; 
minority voters in seven states have disproportionate influence.

Populism, a prairie fire of reform, swept 
out of the Midwestern plains a half-cen- 
tury ago and almost succeeded in bringing 
about reforms which finally became law 
under the New Deal. There was the evan- 
gelistic fervor of any great movement ris- 
ing directly from the needs of the people. 


Southern Tories solved the problem by 
taking the vote away from the people. 
Eleven Southern states between 1888 and 
1902 adopted a poll tax as a condition of 
voting. The disfranchising effect was im- 
mediate and efficient. 


Take Tennessee as an example. Seventy- 
one per cent of qualified citizens voted in 
1888. In 1889, a poll tax was adopted. By 
1900 the percentage had dropped to 54 per 
cent, and that was the last time a majority 
of qualified electors has ever gone to the 
polls in the great State of Tennessee. 


For a half-century Tennessee has had 
minority government, The same is true 
in every state which started out deliberate- 
ly to disfranchise is own citizens. The 
Southern states deliberately turned their 
backs on the national trend of expanding 
suffrage, and the entire nation has suffered 
as a result. 


The South’s Slow Fight 


The people of the South have done their 
best to win back their free vote. In four 
states they have been successful, but it has 
taken a half-century. 


North Carolina repealed the poll tax in 
1920, Louisiana in 1934, Florida in 1937, 
Georgia in 1945. In none of those states 
was repeal the voluntary act of the Legisla- 
ture, elected by fractional democracy and 
content to keep the status quo; it was the 
act of a Legislature driven by a strong ex- 
ecutive responding to the people’s will. 


In the remaining seven poll-tax states, 
the poll tax is buried deep in the state 
Constitutions, 


Burning with resentment at failure of 
state Legislatures to take any positive ac- 
tion, a group of Southerners came to Con- 
gress for help in 1939. With the aid of the 
late Congressman Lee Geyer of California, 
they formed the National Committee to 
Abolish the Poll Tax and drafted the first 
Federa! anti-poll-tax bill, which was intro- 
duced by Congressman Geyer, but failed 
even to get a hearing. 


The bill has been re-introduced in each 
succeeding Congress, and in each Congress 
it has gained strength, It has been ship- 
wrecked twice in the Senate on the sharp 
rocks of poll-tax filibusters after sailing 
through the House with handsome major- 
ities, 


The Prospect in Congress 


Once more the bill is before the Senate. 
The House has passed it 251 to 105—almost 
3 to 1. Ten per cent of Representatives 
from poll-tax states voted for it, Fifty Sen- 
ators, well over half of the active member- 
ship, are pledged to the bill. The Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary has reported it favor- 
ably. 

Now begins the customary struggle of 
parliamentary rules, Senator Joseph C. 
O'Mahoney, who should know better, has 
proposed a conBtitutional amendment to 
abolish the poll tax. It seems unlikely that 
his resolution could obtain the necessary 
two-thirds majority in both houses of Con- 


gress. Almost certainly it could not obtain 
ratification from 36 states. 


Legal opinion approaches unanimity that | 


Congress has the constitutional power to 
abolish the poll tax. Therefore, Senator 
O’Mahoney’s constitutional amendment can 
serve no purpose but to divide support for 
the anti-poll-tax bill, sponsored by the Na- 
tional Committee to Abolish the Poll Tax, 
and indorsed by organized labor, religious 
and racial groups and a majority of Con- 
gress. 


Aside from the potential division of 
strength over the constitutional amendment, 
the anti-poll-tax bill has clearer weather 
than ever before. The only cloud on the 
legislative horizon is the ill-tempered fili- 
buster squall which Senator Bilbo of Mis- 
sissippi and Senator Ellender of Louisiana 
are trying to blow up into a full-sized 
storm, 


Fortunately for the democratic processes 
on which America is founded, the Senate 
is in no mood for frivolous filibusters, and 
there is reason for believing that an at- 
tempted filibuster against the poll-tax bill 
will be broken immediatey by a cloture 
vote. 


If the attempt to invoke cloture is suc- 
cessful, it will be the fifth time since the 
rule was adopted, 28 years ago, that the 
Senate has agreed to limit debate under 
the rule. This supplies food for thought on 
the question whether the most powerful 
legislative body in the world has enough 
power to enforce majority rule within its 
own chamber. 


Importance to the Nation 


The country as a whole has never been 
so conscious of the need of abolishing the 
poll tax. Control of major congressional 
committees by poll-tax Senators and Repre- 
sentatives under the seniority system and 
desertion of President Truman’s officially 
enunciated legislative program by the South- 
ern bloc have given new meaning to the 
old arguments about the undue strength in 
Congress of the handful of Southern voters, 


Election figures show clearly that one- 
fifth of the members of Congress were elect- 
ed in 1944 by one-twentieth of the votes 
cast. The result is that in Congress poll- 
tax voters have four times the voting pow- 
er of free voters, 


In addition to the discrimination which 
can be calculated in mathematical terms, 
control of almost half of the powerful con- 
gressional committees by Southern poll- 
taxers constitutes a tremendous discrimina- 
tion against the tax-free voters in the re- 
maining 43 states.

A LONG-DRAWN CRUSADE

It is a pleasure to welcome this study of 
the influence of armament on history, from 
the dawn of classical warfare to the Sec- 
ond World War, by a distinguished British 
authority who has combined a knowledge 
of military history with technical eminence 
as a protagonist of machine gun and tank, 

Gen. Fuller supplies food for thought 
along with substantial information. With 
his relation of facts, he never fails to throw 
in reflections that bespeak an acute under- 
standing of the general theme. To make 
his volume both sound and suggestive, he 
bases his account of the history and sociolo- 
gy of war on evidence drawn from other 
authoritative sources as well as his own ex- 
perience,

After an introduction stressing the cone 
trast between the destructive objectives of 
recent warfare and the essentially mod- 
erate purposes of ancient, medieval and 
early modern warfare, Fuller illustrates 
the influence of armament on specific his- 
torical events. Especially suggestive is his 
emphasis that war changes with civil be- 
liefs, and they in turn change with war. 

Thg bulk of the book offers a quick, but 
in no sense trivial or hackneyed, sketch of 
the various “ages” of war. The age of 
valor, comprising the ancient period, gave 
precedence to the struggle between man 
and man, with cunning subordinated to 
courage. Even then, compulsion produced 
new strategy, tactics and machines at the 
hands of such geniuses as Alexander. 

After this age declined, its noblest mill- 
tary ideals revived in the age of chivairy, 
with its restrictive rules and unbelievably 
light casualties, The advent of the long- 
bow began and the use of gunpowder con- 
cluded the end of this age, though for a 
long time missile fighting was strongly de- 
plored. 

* + * 

Gunpowder made all men tall and en- 
couraged the utmost ingenuity in weapons, 
Rapid changes in industry and politics and 
the replacement of valor by mechanical] arts 
and deception were only the most spectacu- 
lar characteristics of the gunpowder era. A 
further revolution followed the ideological 
warfare of th@ late eighteenth century, 
when whole nations were mobilized. Napo- 
leon owed no small part of his success to 
the fact that he led a nation against armies, 
and could thus be far less economical of 
manpower. 

The ages of ateam and oil have completed 
the tendency toward industrialization and 
mass warfare. Every new machine ¢alis 
for a new defense. At the same time, this 
development has made war almost inevie 
table unless man takes stock of the situa- 
tion. War is a disease and must be treated 
as such, That diagnosis, as much as the 
relation. of armament to historical evolu- 
tion, is the thesis of this valuable little 
book.

Obviously, World War III 


is to be between the anglo-American world and the Soviet Union. 
Mrs. Roosevelt said the other day, that, if we didn’t get on with 
other nations, the first atomic bomb in the next war would fall on 


the United States. 


Numerous confidential confer- 
ences are going on. One last 
month at the University of Chi- 
cago participated in by atomic 
scientists and politicians, appa- 
rently resulted in the either-or 
outlook. Another in Dublin, N. H., 
terminated this week in the same 
way. And the game of atom, atom, 
who's got the atom, goes on inter- 
minably. 

Everybody can, or will, have 
the great secret. But why must we 
assume that it will be used to 
start another war? 

The truth is, I think, that. no 
government in the world will dare, 
in any near future, to start a war, 
because of a factor not counted by 
the scientists or politicians: the 
people. 

Even with atomic bombs you 
cannot win a war without - dis- 
ciplined, enthusiastic armies. 
Armies are composed of men. And 
men, nowhere in the world, are 
willing to fight another war in 
this generation. 


Undisciplined Reds. 


At present, the victorious nations 
are overreaching themselves and 
are thereby bringing about a con- 
dition of appalling chaos in the 
countries which they occupy. This 
chaos inevitably ricochets upon 
themselves. 

The Russian situation is neither 
enviable nor’ strong. It deterior- 
ates daily, as even meager reports 
show. The Russian armies, after 
three and a half years of most 
brutal and cruel warfare, are out 
of hand in the territories they 
occupy, and such Russian officers 
as are not also out of hand are 
' §n despair. 

To compensate for their suffer- 
ings Russian soldiers have been 
encouraged to loot as a policy: 
They rape without a policy. All 
armies loot and rape; but a strong 
discipline keeps this horrid ac- 
companiment and aftermath of 
war within some bounds. When 
discipline breaks down, armies 
cease to be armies and become 
bands. But bands are most un- 
reliable as instruments of a state 
in war. 


No Popular Support. 


A policy of unrestricted revenge 
breaks down the morale of the 
victors. Jt is a_ disintegrating 
factor. If you sow to the wind 
you reap the whirlwind—in the 
twentieth century as in Biblical 
times. 


This is obvious in eastern Eu-. 


rope, and its limits are not yet set. 
The Russian-sponsored Govern- 
ments of Poland, Jugoslavia and 
Hungary have no real popular 
support, and therefore have no 
authority. Where there is no 
authority, there is chaos. 

The Polish Government has 


Why, necessarily? 


nothing to offer the people, except 
loot. It has no disciplined patri- 
otic forces on which to rely, The 
day is coming, if it is not now 
here, when Stalin will wish he 
had Gen. Anders in Poland. The 
Beirut Government, unable to 
bring a semblance of order into 
Poland proper, has turned loose 
huge bands of marauders into 
Germany and even into Czecho- 
slovakia. These marauders are 
making impossible any sort of or- 
derly Russian occupation. 


On Verge of Disaster. 


e Reports from Eastern Germany 
reveal that Russian officers arc 
trying to protect the German pop 
ulation, simply for purposes of dis 
cipline, for the example of th 
Poles has a disintegrating effec 
upon Russian army morale, 

Meanwhile, in Berlin, Gen. Eisen- 
hower is obviously desperate. 
“Germany,” he says, “is on thc 
verge of economic disaster be 
cause of an ‘explosive’ inflationary 
condition; the German Govern- 
ment is dominated by native Com- 
munists who have no popular sup- 
port. Desperate conditions below 
subsistence level are indicated.” 
What threatens, it is clear, is not 
“revolution,” but anarchy, the off- 
spring of starvation without hope. 

But anarchy on the Russian 
frontiers, with the participation of 
Russian troops, bodes ill for so 
highly disciplined a regime as the 
Soviet. Generalissimo Stalin must 
have severe headaches. 


Chaos Is Explosive. 


It bodes ill, also, for the morale 
of the other allied armies. The 
Potsdam measure, will, of course, 
increase it. If de-industrialization 
is ruthlessly carried out in the 
West as well as the East, -home- 
less, foodless, workless hordes— 
without even the discipline of 
daily work — will surround the 
American, British and French oc- 
cupation forces. These forces are 
composed of human beings—a 
fact constantly overlooked — and 
the result will not be favorable 
to orderly occupation or military 
morale, 

Vrh-t we have to fear, therefore, 
is not war, but the collapse of 
i.4,,e parts of the world into total 
anarchy, with all its concomitants 
of lawlessness, banditry and crime. 
Needed is a thorough revision 
of occupation and political policy 
it is no less in the Russian in- 
terest to revise it than in our own. 
We cannot get world organization 
out of anarchy. We must take 
thought now of the immediate 
necessities of policy, rather than 
of the ultimate use of the atomic 
bomb. For there is more than one 
way in which the world can blow 
up.

If anyone can speak with au- 
thority, it is Dr. J, Robert Oppen- 
heimer, who, from the beginning 
of the project, has had as much 
to do with the making of the 
atomic bomb as any single indi- 
vidual. More than any admiral 
or any general, what he says has 
weight. 

Testifying before Senator Kil- 
gore’s subcommittee, Oppenheimer 
said flatly that there can never 
be any effective counter measures 
for the kind of bombs he helped 
to make in the Los Alamos lab- 
oratory. There is no way to deto- 
mate them in advance except by 
shooting down the shell contain- 
ing the explosive, and a 100 per 
cent score is all but impossible. 

He repliede affirmatively when 
Senator Fulbright asked him if 
i® was not conceivable that 40,000,- 
000 Americans might be killed 
overnight in the crowded cities of 
the Eastern seaboard. Soon, he 
added, the atomic explosive shell 
will be adapted to weapons such 
as the V-2 rocket, which travels 
faster than sound. 

There is no longer any excuse 
for self-deception. A man who 
knows has spoken. 


An Irrelevant Question. 


As Oppenheimer made perfectly 
clear, the terrible danger is a race 
between the nations for more and 
more deadly atomic weapons. He 
pointed out that one of Britain's 


chief scientists said recently that. 


if America persists in an attitude 
of secrecy, then the only choice 
for Britain is to start building an 
atomic bomb factory. 

Perhaps that race is inevitable. 
Perhaps the doom of this unhappy 
species is sealed in any event. But 
defeat cannot be accepted without 
a struggle. 

It is here that opinion seems to 
have gone off the track. Letters 
that come to me say: “You don’t 
think that if Russia had the secret 
of the atomic bomb, they would 
share it with us, do you?” 

The answer may be no. But at the 
moment the question is irrelevant, 
since we must make every effort 
to use our bargaining power to 
get co-operation from Russia. We

must invite an exchange of infor- 
mation on atomic energy and 
nuclear physics, and an exchange 
of scientists. 

It may not work. The suspicion 
of the Russians may be too dark;

We will have the moral satis- 
faction of knowing, however, that 
we made the attempt. We will be 
able to say before the world that 
we did everything humanly pos- 
sible to break down the barriers. 
If our offer is rejected, then the 
blame will rest elsewhere, 


The Time Is Short. 


Our position today is intolerable. 
Men in high positions talk about 
“keeping the secret.” That was the 
net effect of President Truman’s 
impromptu remarks in Tennessee, 
although he may not have intended 
such a result, 


This has ramifications not vis 
ible on the surface. Because they 
Share the so-called secret with us, 
the British have been not a iittle 
embarrassed in their relations 
with the Russians. The reason is 
a clause in the British-Soviet 
treaty which says that Britain 
will share with her ally all mili- 
tary and technical information. 

And, as Dr. Oppenheimer said, 
the time is so very short. The 
atomic bomb gave us “a very mo- 
mentary strengthening of our 
military position.” For the long 
pull, it has weakened our military 
position and this, as Oppenheimer 
explained it, is why: 

We are a peace-loving people. 
We would not be likely to launch 
a secret atomic attack on another 
nation that had shown no overt 
signs of making war on us. But 
more aggressive peoples, if the 
atomic contest is once finally 
joined, may not be so constrained. 

Summing up Oppenheimer’s tes- 
timony Senator Fulbright said: 

“We have everything to gain, 
then, and nothing to lose by shar- 
ing the information we have.” Ii 
we can learn that in the little time 
that is left, then we may still hope 
for a future.

Church Federation of St. uis.” 

The resolution also attacker 
Methodist Bishop G. Bromley Ox: 
ram, president of the Federa 
Council of Churches, for his in. 
terpretation of the Old Testament. 

Bishop to Speak. 

Bishop Oxnam will come her 
from New York to speak Oct. 2: 
at a Reformation day: service 
sponsored by the Metropolitan 
Church Federation. “He is obvi- 
ously not qualified to glorify the 
Protestant Reformation that be- 
gan with the great Luther 42° 
years ago,” the resolution charged. 
“The mouthpiece of modernism 
cannot glorify a reformation it 
has forsaken.” 

Another resolution asserted that 
many current work stoppages are 
in violation of contracts and will, 
harm the cause of labor. “There 
is simple evidence that many of 
these stoppages are being incited 
and encouraged not only by un- 
scrupulous opportunists, but also 
by communist partisans, not for 
the purpose of aiding labor, but 
for the purpose of creating con- 
fusion and strife to pave the way 
for a totalist, communist economy 
in which labor itself would lose 
its freedom,” the resolution stat- 
ed. 

Byrnes Commended, 

The delegates commended the 
position taken by Secretary of 
State Byrnes at the London con- 
ference of foreign ministers and 
pledged full support of efforts to 
secure a just peace settlement. 

The delegates were to elect na- 
tional officers today. A public mass 
meeting will be held tonight at 
7:30 o’clock in Kiel auditorium. 
Youth rallies will be held tomor- 
row nght at 7:30 o'clock simul- 
taneously at Bible Presbyterian 
Church, 800 Union boulevard, and 
at Jameson Baptist Church in 
Alton.

Hazel] Scott, the popular Negro 
pianist and night club entertainer, 
gave a recital last night in the 
Kiel Auditorium under the spon- 
sorship of the People’s Hospital 
Building Fund. Miss Scott’s re- 
cent misadventure with the 
Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution together with her already 
extensive reputation, brought a 


large and friendly audience to- 
gether for the occasion. 


Those who were interested in 
Miss Scott because of her asso- 
ciation with swing versions of the 
classics, must have felt that the 
wide spaces of the auditorium 
were not*too favorable to her spe- 
cial gifts. Certainly her perform- 
ance would have profited from a 
more intimate surrounding. De- 
spite this handicap, she created 
quite successfully an atmosphere 
of geniality and relaxed enjoy- 
ment. Not a little of this could 
be ascribed to her neat, saucy 
and engaging appearance. She 
also has great facility with the 
piano but her gift, though a pretty 
one, is not extraordinary. 

In presenting the modern half 
of her program, she was assisted 
by a talented instrumental trio— 
a clarinetist who doubled with the 
saxaphone, a drummer and a 
slap bass. She played medleys on 
excerpts from the works of Je- 
rome Kern and George Gershwin, 
four versions of boogie-woogie 
linked together under the title of 
a Tale of Four Cities and swing 
versions of Bach, Liszt and 
Chopin. 

The swing akgngements were 
not parodies buifree fantasies 
on a theme, with the variations 
consisting largely of runs, slides, 
figurations and other decorative 
devices, Her spirited playing made 
them all effective but none of it 
—not even the boogie-woogie— 
was either deep blue or red hot. 

In the first half of the program, 
Miss Scott offered a familiar art 
music setup consisting of num- 
bers by Scarlatti, Bach, Chopin, 
Rachmaninoff , Ravel and de 
Falla.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 19— 
More money in the hands of tax- 
payers, and a heavy increase in 
real estate sales, chiefly are re- 
sponsible for a reduction of 41 per 
cent in delinquent state and 
county real estate and personal 
property taxes in Missouri, State 
Auditor Forrest Smith said to- 
day. Delinquent taxes now total 
$23,057,778 compared to $39,337,894 
in 1937. They are at the lowest 


level since the depression follow- 
ing the first world war. 

Most of the reduction has taken 
place in the last three or four 
years. 

“The improved financial condi- 
tion of most of the people during 
the war and the great increase in 
transfers of farms and city real 
estate, requiring immediate pay- 
ment of delinquent taxes, are prin- 
cipal reasons,” said Smith. “The 
delinquent tax situation for 1944, 
the last year covered by the col- 
lectors’ reports, is 5 per cent 
better than 1943.” 

Delinquent tax reports of county 
collectors show $11,601,783 in back 
taxes due on real estate for the 
five-year period ended last March 
1, and $11,455,995 in delinquent 
taxes on personal property for the 
same period. These figures do not 
include delinquent municipal taxes. 
School and Road Levies Included. 

Unpaid taxes include levies for 
state and county purposes, school 
districts, county roads and bridges, 
levee and drainage districts, coun- 
ty bond sinking and interest funds, 
and other county purposes. 

Of the $23,057,778 of back taxes, 
$5,632,790 represents taxes due for 
1944 and $17,424,988 represents 
taxes due for the four preceding 
years. The total includes $1,163,610 
for state revenue purposes. The 
balance is due to the counties. 

Smith estimated the tax delin- 
quency for 1944, based on unpaid 
state levies, at about 10 per cent. 

Total taxes levied on real estate 
and personal property for state 
and county purposes have aver- 
aged about $72,000,000 annually in 
recent years. Smith pointed out 
that the $11,455,995 in back taxes 
due on personal property was al- 
most as great as the delinquent 


"| taxes on real estate, although the 


assessed valuation of real estate 
is much greater. He emphasized 
the difficulty in collecting per- 
sonal taxes under existing laws. 
In 1944 the assessed valuation of 
real estate was $2,861,701,701 or 
nearly five times the $577,850,511 
assessed valuation of personal 
property.

The FBI Came Down Like Atomic Bombs 


“THE HOUSE ON 92ND STREET,” now at the FOX, tells 
how Nazi agents in this country tried to capture the secret of 
“Process 97’—the atomic bomb—and how the Uniteg States, 
through its domestic protective agency, the Federal Bureau of 

Investigation, succeeded in routing the attackers. 
But totally! 

The mistress of the house on 92nd street was 
an ultra-stylish hairdresser, played by Signe 
Hasso. She directed a group of informants, 
thugs and nuts including Gene Lockhart, Leo 
G. Carroll, and Lydia St. Clair. The man who 
acted as the FBI wedge into this respectable- 

looking-from-the-outside den of rats is William Eythe. 

Eythe, playing the part of a German-American trained in 
the Nazi espionage and sabotage schools at Hamburg, takes 
messages from Miss Hasso and her mob for transmission by 
shortwave radio to Germany. He doesn’t really have a short- 
wave set. He has a set, instead, that transmits the stuff to a 
nearby FBI station. The FBI looks it over and sends it on to 
Germany, somewhat altered in text. After a while the FBI, 
with “Lloyd Nolan playing its boss in great style, starts crack- 
ing down. The jig’s up and the picture finished. 

From the plot, you can see that the picture could easily 
have been made into simply another variation of the cops- 
and-robber theme, with the bark of gunfire taking the place 
of a more deeply dramatic fireworks, and a little love love love 
thrown in for boxoffice protection. But, filmed with the full 
co-operation of the FBI and aided by a more-serious-than-usual 
attitude on the part of the picture makers, the film is as 
much superior to the cops-and-robber sort of thing as the 
atomic bomb itself is to ordinary block-busters. 

As a matter of fact, the film sticks so closely to business 
(the plain old-fashioned rifleman’s business of training the 
sights on the target and then mowing it down, hydra head by 
hydra head) that your chief excitement, as a member of the 
audience, lies in the illusion that you are riding on the back 
of the bullet which, even now, as you ride and as you watch, 
is gulping space and about to crash into the target. Therefore 
you forget you are watching a Hollywood product. Therefore 
the picture’s a sucq@js. You are back of the FBlI-installed 
sound cameras which, with X-ray ability to pierce naked-eye 
barriers, record the enemy’s actions and words through an 
innocuous-seeming mirror as the enemy sits at his ease in a 
room and plots. You are part of the elaborate laboratory 
breakdown which enables the FBI, with no more than a lip- 
stick-stained cigarette butt as a clue, to trace an unknown 
woman through the labyrinth of New York City’s beauty par- 
lors. and, putting its hand on the woman’s shoulder as she 
walks down one of New York's multitudinous and anonymous 
streets, say “You're it, sister,” etc. 


Crime doesn’t pay, as the saying goes—either the crime of 
individuals or the crime of nations. And this picture, in an 
exciting and rather terrifying way, proves it. 

“THE WOMAN IN GREEN” is companion picture at the 
FOX With Basil Rathbone and Nigel Bruce, in a ‘“‘Sherlock 
Holmes” plot, this is a story of murder—not an ordinary mur-

HIS herb bread will appeal to 
T everyone who likes caraway 

seed in bread or who likes sage 
dressing. It is delicious for mak- 
ing bean, cheese, meat or chicken 
sandwiches or just with butter at 
meals. It is also good toasted for 
breakfast and served with bacon 
or eggs. Exactly the same tech- 
nique is used in making it as in 
any other yeast bread. Notice 
the shortening is added after some 
of the flour is added. This is to 
insure that the yeast growth is 
not impaired. Kneading until the 
dough is elastic is important. It 
means that just enough flour is 
added to prevent the dough from 
sticking to the board, but no more, 
Too much flour gives a dry, cloSse- 
texture product. 


Dough is elastic when it re- 
rebounds when punched. Rising 
at the proper temperature until it 
doubles in bulk is necessary if one 
aims at bread of superior quality. 
Baking properly is the last, but 
not the least essential part of the 
procedure. The best bread can be 
spoiled in the baking. Starting the 
baking at 400 degrees F. and fin- 
ishing at 375 degrees F. produces 
a loaf of much better color and a 
crust of more desirable thickness 
than beginning at 425 degrees F. 
Try it and see. 


Herb Bread. 


One cake yeast; one-fourth cup 
warm water; one and one-half 
cups milk; one-fourth cup sugar; 
one tablespoon salt; one tablespoon 
caraway seed; one teaspoon nut- 
meg; two teaspoons crumbled sage; 
two eggs, beaten; five and one-half 
to six cups flour; one-fourth cup 
melted shortening. 


Soften yeast in the warm water. 
Scald the milk, add sugar, salt and 
seasonings. Cool to lukewarm. 
Add the cooled melted shortening 
and beat again. Add flour’ to 
make a stiff dough. Turn out on 
floured board to knead for 10 
minutes, until dough is smooth and 
elastic... Round up and set to rise 
in a greased bowl, turning dough 
to grease top. Let rise in a warm 
place (83 degrees F.) until double 
in. bulk (about one and one-half 
hours). Punch down dough. Di- 
vide for two loaves. Mold into 
loaves and put into greased loaf

pyelitis demand more detailed 
study as some obstructive lesion, 
mostly congenital in origin (from 
birth) is most likely present. Per- 
sistent pus in the urine, with 
little or no fever, is quite sugges- 
tive of trouble much more serious 
than the acute tvpne of cases. 


A child that has very little ap- 
petite and is pale and anemic, list- 
less and depressed, with the urine 
examination showing pus, should 
receive close study from a trained 
urologist (kidney specialist) as ex- 
amination of the child with the 
instruments .of diagnostic preci- 
sion in conjunction with X-ray 
is most essential. The recurrent 
type of pyelitis demands this same 
close study for the protection of 
the child’s future health, 

The two types of pyelitis or kid- 
ney infection most common are 
the obstructive and the  non- 
obstructive, By obstructive we 
mean mechanical interference 
with the drainage of urine any- 
where along the urinary tract. 
The non-obstructive is primarily 
in the kidney or secondary to 
some focus elsewhere. 


Without attempting to become 
confusingly technical let’s con- 
clude this little chat by summar- 
izing the pyelitis or kidney infec- 
tion problem in ‘common-sense 
language thusly: Cases that re- 
spond to medicine by mouth, forc- 
ing of fluids, eliminations, etc., 
are to be classified as not serious. 
In this type of case removal of 
any distant focus of infection 
militates against recurrence. Cases 
that persist or recur at frequent 
intervals or recover from the 
acuteness but continue to show 
pus in the urine with evident sys- 
temic disturbances demand de- 
tailed study to protect the health 
of the child in the future. I can- 
not put too much emphasis on the 
importance of investigative study 
in these caser as serious lesions 
left uncorrected may lead to sur- 
gical correction at a later date or 
certainly to complications that 
May progress to astounding pro- 
portions, and thereby handicap 
the future health of the child.

The pronoun “I” takes 
the plural verb in 99.99 of all 
cases! 


Answer: Teacher, I are sur- 
prised at you, I really are. And 
s0 are my assistant, Dr. S. And 
sO are my secretary. I mean, we 
all really am. 

From Mrs. P. A. Montgomery: 
Please set me straight on words 
like secretary, stationary, diction- 
ary. My niece is taking speech 
and her teacher says there is no 
accent on the third syllable. She 
says her teacher should know. 

Answer: Such pronunciations 
as “DIK-shun-rea” and “DIK- 
shun-er-ee” are Briticisms and are 
plainly labeled as such by Web- 
ster’s New International Diction- 
ary, Second Edition, and other 
reputable American authorities, 

The customary and traditional 
American pronunciation of the 
-ary and -ery words places a sec- 
ondary accent on the next-to-last 
syllable, thus: DIC’tion-AR-y, 
MIL’/I-TAR-y, SEC’re-TAR-y, etc. 

Of course, there is no law which 
compels any American or any 
American speech teacher to follow 
good American usage—that is a 
matter which igs decided by one’s 
own good taste, or lack of it. 

On the other hand, those who 
believe that culture is best served 
by brurring the last three syllables 
of such words as dictionary, secre- 
tary, military, are hereby request- 
ed to be entirely consistent. They 
are invited to use the British tele- 
scoping on these other words of 
the same family.

HE city firemen might as well 
Tes warned about their prize 

visiting fireman, Curley Brad- 
ley, the radio Tom Mix, who is 
coming in town today to make a 
week-end appearance at the Wild 
West Rodeo at the Arena. You 
see, Curley, unlike a lot of syn- 


‘ thetic sagebrush stars and croon- 


ers of cow country ballads, is a 
real cowboy, and we think it only 
fair to tell his hosts that for his 
city sightseeing he'll have to be 
furnished with a horse, a car, or 
else a good sharp knife to be 
used to cut off his boots after a 
day of walking. At least this 
last technique had to be used on 
Curley’s first visit to a big city 
back in 1934 when he went to the 
Chicago World’s Fair. 

“Yes ma’am, that's a true story 
all right,” Curley said with a 
somewhat embarrassed grin when 
we inquired as to the validity of 
the boot-cutting rumor. “It was 
my first trip to Chicago and I 
walked all over that fair grounds 
all day long. I went back to my 
room that night on the 19th floor 
of the Y. M. C, A. and I bet I 
wrestled those boots ‘all the way 
up to the 20th floor. Then I 
filled the bathtub with cold water 
and soaked them a while but they 
still wouldn’t come off. Finally 
I had to be cut out of them.” 


In the intervening years, Curley 
has gotten a little more used to 
city sidewalks as well as advanc- 
ing from a member of a singing 
trio to the hero of the most popu- 
lar daytime show on the air, but 
he still maintains a lot of the sin- 
cerity. and genuineness that you 
associate with Western life. The 
sort of person for whom such ad- 
jectives as “modest” and “unas- 
suming” were invented, he seems 
like a perfect choice in actual per- 
sonality as well as acting charac- 
ter for the guiding light of the 
“Straight Shooters.” 

Curley comes from Coalgate, 
Okla., a metropolis which, he ex- 
plains, is “45 mile west of Mc- 
Alester.” 

“T don’t know just how much of 
a ‘real cowboy’ you’d consider me,” 
he said. “People up here have 
their own ideas about cowboys 
that are a little different from 
the way they actually are. They 
expect to see them in beautiful 
costumes with a lot of fancy stuff. 
When I was a cowboy I wore blue 
shirts and pants, a pair of run- 
over boots, and a 10-gallon hat. 
If a cowboy’s got boots, a good 
belt buckle, and a Stetson hat, he 
thinks he’s dressed up.” 

Like most kids in the rural West 
and Midwest, Curley was crazy 
about horses. So much so that 
when he was 11 years old and his 
father had to shoot his pet horse, 
Curley, not understanding why 
the horse had to be shot, ran

HROUGH school and college, 
T Curley still had his love of rid- 

ing, and finally went in for 
rodeo riding, busting’ broncos, rid- 
ing steers, and roping calves— 
which he considers more of an art 
than the other two—until, as he 
explains, he decided he “just 
wasn't good enough at it.” Also 
he may have decided that rodeo 
riding as a career was slightly 
hard on the human frame, as 
you gather from his accounts 
of various rodeo 8 experiences. 
A sample is his _ picturesque 
description of a Madison Square 
Garden rodeo upset when one 
rider was “thrown so high, a 
bluebird could've built a nest 
in his hair before he came down.” 

From rodeo riding, Curley went 
to California where he doubled 


working with Tom Mix, 


in both riding and singing se- 
quences in movies. 

“T doubled for John Gilbert in 
his first talking picture,” he said, 
“but I think my greatest thrill in 
connection with movies was 
I worked 
with him in several pictures and 
he was certainly a fine fellow.” 

Somewhere in his movie career, 
Curley met a pair of singers called 
The Two Ranch Boys, Since there 
was a demand for trios, they de- 
cided to join forces. As a trio, 
The Ranch Boys appeared in 
Western movies, until they re- 
turned to Chicago and joined the 
Tom Mix show. In 1938 they left 
the show a while to engage in a 
coast-to-coast riding marathon in 
which they rode horseback from 
Los Angeles to New York. Back 
on the Tom Mix show, Curley be- 
gan to appear in acting roles as 
well as singing, and in June 1944 
graduated to the title character.

_ NEW YORK, Thursday. 
HAVE read Frank E. Karel- 
sen’s letter of resignation as 
chairman of the advisory com- 
mittee on human relations in the 
New York City schools, He re- 
signs to draw attention to con- 
ditions which he considers need 
to be changed immediately. I 
think his letter should be care- 
fully considered, especially in this 
period when so many tensions are 
prevalent among young people 
and their families, He gives very 
good reasons for the growth of 
gangs among young boys. He 
points out, for instance, that in 
one gang two of the leaders when 
apprehended were found to be 
known as truantsa for eight 
months. In one s¢hool, 80 boys 
have been truants since the be- 
ginning of the school year and 
not a single case has been inves- 
tigated. 

I am glad that this is being 
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brought to the mayor’s attention, 
but I cannot help feeling that the 
board of education has a greater 
responsibility, since the mayor 
must trust the people who are ac- 
tually doing the work to give him 
this information. 
+ + . 

The junior high schools seem to 
be one of the very bad spots in 
the whole school system, although 


we all recognize that students 
there are at a critical age and 


-need good teachers and good guid- 


ance. It is appalling to think that 
there are from five to 15 uncov- 
ered classes in one school. . Mr. 
Karelsen’a recommendations seem 
fundamental to a good school sys- 
tem in this great city of ours. 
Someone has pointed out that 
our schools seem to us less im- 


portant than our airfields. If this 
is so, it is an attitude that can’t 
continue if we really desire good 
citizens in the future. 

We can say little about places 
other than New York which may 
have bad conditions also, but cer- 
tainly few places have more re- 
sources than are available here.

Mr. Karelsen is a man who un- 
derstands that patience is needed 
in bringing about reforms, and 
so, if after his long experience in 
connection with education gener- 
ally, he has decided that it is nec- 
essary to resign in order to focus 
the attention of people on the sit- 
uation in our New York City 
schools, we may rest assured that 
the situation is truthfully _re- 
ported. Mr. Karelsen is a lawyer

West opened the club king, and 
East signalled for a come-on with 
the jack.
